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BY-LAWS 

Montana  Rural  Areas  Development  Committee 
Officially  Approved,   February  14,  1962 
And  Amended  February  21,  1968,   February  10,  1972, 
December  13,  1974,  December  10,  1975  and  December  1,  1977 

ARTICLE  I  -  NAME 

Sec.  1.   The  name  of  this  Committee  shall  be  the  Montana  Rural  Areas 
Development  Committee. 

ARTICLE  II  -  OBJECTIVE 

Sec.  1.   The  chief  objective  of  the  Montana  RAD  Committee  is  to  help 
develop  the  human  and  natural  resources  of  tne  rural  areas 
of  the  State  to  their  fullest  potential  by  developing 
processes  among  the  people  for  continually  solving  their 
problems . 

The  accomplishment  of  this  objective  depends  primarily  upon 
the  development  of  leadership,  initiative  and  responsibility 
among  the  people  of  an  area  for: 

(a)  Expansion  of  their  resources,  both  agricultural 
and  non-agricultural; 

(b)  Increased  efficiency  through  use  of  technology, 
mechanization  and  automation; 

(c)  Establishment  of  new  and  enlargement  of  existing 
businesses  and  industries; 

(d)  Training  and  retraining  of  youth  and  adults; 

(e)  Reducing  of  unemployment  and  under-employment ; 

(f)  Increased  incomes  and  improved  standards  of 
living . 

ARTICLE  III  -  DUTIES  AND  RESPONSIBILITIES 

Sec.  1.   The  primary  functions  of  this  Committee  are  to  establish 
policies,  provide  incentives  for  rural  areas  development, 
and  give  statewide  administration  and  direction  to  county 
and  area  RAD  committees. 

Sec.  2.   Specific  functions  of  the  Committee  include  such  activities 
as  : 
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(a)  Define  the  geographical  boundaries  for  county  and 
area  RAD  activities  with  help  of  local  people; 

(b)  Consulting  with  government  and  other  agencies  on 
all  phases  of  state  and  local  area  responsibilities 
for  the  successful  operation  of  the  RAD  program; 

(c)  Review  and  make  recommendations  for  improvement  of 
area  RAD  and  area  redevelopment  program  and  plans; 

(d)  Establish  and  maintain  appropriate  liaison  with 
state  economic  development  agencies  and  groups , 
including  ARA,  with  respect  to  the  RAD  program; 

(e)  Create  among  the  people  an  awareness  of  the  value 
and  accomplishments  of  RAD; 

(f)  Evaluation  of  its  own  operation  and  area  program 
effectiveness. 


ARTICLE  IV  -  MEMBERSHIP 

Sec.  1.   The  State  RAD  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  representatives 
from  different  areas  of  the  state,  economic  and  other  seg- 
ments of  the  society,  including  agriculture,  business, 
industry,  labor,  church,  schools,  civic  groups,  state  public 
agencies  and  organizations,  and  the  Director  of  the  Cooper- 
ative Extension  Service. 

Sec.  2.   All  vacancies  shall  be  filled  and  new  appointments  made  by 
the  Executive  Committee. 

(THE  FOLLOWING  Sec.  3  IS  AN  AMENDMENT  VOTED  UPON  AND  APPROVED  AT  THE 
ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  STATE  RAD  COMMITTEE,  DECEMBER  10-11,  1975,  IN 
BOZEMAN. ) 

Sec.  3.   The  Annual  Dues  for  membership  of  the  Montana  State  RAD 

Committee  shall  be  $5.00.   The  payment  of  such  dues  shall 
entitle  the  member  to  receive  all  minutes,  notices  of 
meetings,  and  proceedings  of  the  State  RAD  Committee,  and 
shall  entitle  the  member  to  vote  at  all  meetings  of  the 
State  Committee,  and  shall  entitle  the  member  to  be  con- 
sidered for  membership  on  the  Executive  Committee. 

Life  Membership  Dues  shall  be  $50.00  and  shall  entitle  the 
individual  to  all  rights  and  privileges  of  individuals 
described  under  Annual  Membership  Dues. 

Any  member  wishing  to  give  special  support  to  the  State 
RAD  Committee  may  do  so  by  making  a  payment  of  $100.00 
which  shall  entitle  him  to  Life  Membership  and  a  certifi- 
cate identifying  him  as  a  Sustaining  Member. 
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Organizations ,  agencies,  business  enterprises  or  groups 
of  any  kind  wishing  to  support  the  RAD  activities  may  do 
so  and  be  identified  as  Associate  Members  by  payment  of 
a  minimum  of  annual  $25.00  dues.   This  entitles  such 
members  to  all  rights  of  other  members  except  the  right 
to  vote.   A  certificate  identifying  the  donor  as  an 
Associate  Member  will  be  issued. 


ARTICLE  V  -  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Sec.  1.   At  the  organization  meeting,  the  Montana  RAD  Committee  shall 
elect  an  Executive  Committee  of  ten  members,  plus  a  non- 
voting executive  secretary,  five  of  whom  shall  be  elected 
for  one  year  and  five  for  two  years.   Thereafter,  all 
members  shall  be  elected  for  two  years.   All  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  continue  in  office  until  succes- 
sors have  been  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

(CHANGED  FROM  EIGHT  TO  TEN  MEMBERS  BY  AMENDMENT  AT  THE 
ANNUAL  MEETING  HELD  IN  SIDNEY,  MONTANA,  ON  FEBRUARY  10, 
1972. ) 

"In  addition  to  the  ten  elected  members,  the  Director  of 
the  Montana  Cooperative  Extension  Service  shall  serve  as  a 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee  with  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  given  the  other  members." 

(THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  MONTANA  COOPERATIVE  EXTENSION  SERVICE 
WAS  ADDED  AS  A  MEMBER  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  BY  ACTION 
TAKEN  AT  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING  HELD  IN  BILLINGS  ON  DEC.  1  &  2, 
1977. ) 

Sec.  2.   The  Executive  Committee  will  select  one  of  its  members  to 
serve  as  its  chairman  and  chairman  of  the  Montana  RAD 
Committee.   It  will  also  select  one  of  its  members  to  serve 
as  a  vice-chairman  who  will  act  in  the  absence  of  the 
chairman. 

Sec.  3.   The  Executive  Secretary,  who  will  serve  as  secretary  of 

the  RAD  Executive  Committee  and  the  Montana  RAD  Committee, 
will  be  employed  by  the  Montana  Cooperative  Extension 
Service. 

Sec.  4.   Five  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  for  transacting  official  business. 

(CHANGED  FROM  FOUR  TO  FIVE  BY  AMENDMENT  AT  THE  ANNUAL 
MEETING  HELD  IN  SIDNEY,  MONTANA,  ON  FEBRUARY  10,  19  7  2.) 

Sec.  5.   When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  Executive  Committee  by  reason 
of  death  or  resignation,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  fill 
the  unexpired  term. 
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Sec.  6.   The  Executive  Committee  shall  havo  the  power  to  appoint 
such  subcommittees  as  are  deemed  necessary. 

Sec.  7.   The  Executive  Committee  shall  assume  the  responsibility 
for  implementing  the  work  and  conducting  the  business  of 
the  RAD  Committee. 

Sec.  8.  All  activities  of  the  Executive  Committee,  especially  those 
pertaining  to  policy,  shall  be  reported  periodically  to  the 
entire  membership  of  the  Montana  RAD  Committee. 

(THE  FOLLOWING  TWO  ITEMS  ARE  AMENDMENTS  VOTED  UPON  AND  APPROVED  AT 
THE  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  STATE  RAD  COMMITTEE,  FEBRUARY  20  &  21, 
1968,  IN  BOZEMAN. ) 

Sec.  9.   Each  member  of  the  RAD  Executive  Committee  shall  name  an 
alternate  to  represent  him  or  her  at  meetings  which  he  or 
she  cannot  attend.   This  alternate  shall  be  named  on  a 
permanent  basis  and  may  attend  meetings  which  the  reqular 
member  attends,  but  may  vote  only  when  the  regular  member 
is  absent. 

Sec.  10.  If  an  elected  position  of  the  RAD  Executive  Committee  is 
not  represented  by  the  elected  member  or  designated 
alternate  in  three  consecutive  meetings,  the  position  shall 
be  declared  vacant.

ARTICLE  VI  -  ELECTIONS 

Sec.  1.   The  annual  meeting,  at  which  time  the  vacancies  in  the  RAD 
Executive  Committee  shall  be  filled,  will  be  held  within 
the  first  two  weeks  of  December  at  a  place  designated  by 
the  Executive  Committee. 

(CHANGED  FROM  THE  SECOND  WEDNESDAY  IN  FEBRUARY  AT  A  PLACE 
DESIGNATED  BY  THE  CHAIRMAN  TO  WITHIN  THE  FIRST  TWO  WEEKS 
OF  DECEMBER  AT  A  PLACE  DESIGNATED  BY  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 
BY  AMENDMENT  AT  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING  IN  MILES  CITY,  MONTANA,

Sec.  2.   The  Executive  Committee  shall  appoint  annually  three  persons 
from  among  the  membership  of  the  Montana  RAD  Committee  to 
serve  as  a  committee  to  nominate  candidates  for  membership 
and  officers  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  to  conduct  the 
election  to  be  held  at  the  annual  meeting. 
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Sec.  3.   Additional  nominations  for  the  Executive  Committee  may  be 
made  from  the  floor  by  any  member  of  the  RAD  Committee 
before  the  election  is  held. 

Sec.  4.   Election  should  be  by  ballot. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  MEETINGS 

Sec.  1.   The  Montana  RAD  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  year 
and  at  other  times  at  the  discretion  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.  The  announcement  of  the  meetings  together  with  a 
statement  of  the  purpose  of  the  meeting  shall  be  mailed  to 
each  member  at  least  seven  days  prior  to  the  meeting. 

Sec.  2.   Those  personally  present  at  a  duly  called  meeting  of  the 
Montana  RAD  Committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  VIII  -  CHANGES  IN  BY-LAWS 

Sec.  1.   The  Executive  Committee  or  any  member  of  the  Montana  RAD 
Committee  may  recommend  additions  or  amendments  to  the 
by-laws. 

Sec.  2.   Additions  or  amendments  to  the  by-laws  shall  become  effec- 
tive immediately  upon  approval  of  a  majority  of  the  State 
RAD  Committee  members  present  at  any  scheduled  meeting. 

Sec.  3.   Proposed  additions  and  amendments  to  these  by-laws  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  members  at  least  fourteen  days  prior 
to  the  meeting  at  which  action  on  the  additions  and  amend- 
ments is  to  be  taken. 

(THE  FOLLOWING  ARTICLE  IX,  SEC.  1.  WAS  APPROVED  AT  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING 
HELD  IN  BILLINGS,  MONTANA,  ON  DECEMBER  1  &  2,  1977.) 

ARTICLE  IX  -  REPORTS 

Sec.  1.   The  chairman,  with  the  aid  of  the  secretary,  shall  be 

responsible  for  the  preparation  of  an  annual  report  covering 
activities  and  actions  taken  during  the  year.   This  report 
shall  be  prepared  and  distributed  prior  to  March  1st  of  the 
following  year  and  shall  include  an  updated  listing  of 
members  and  subcommittees.

There  were   county  meetings ,   2  sessions  which   identified  and  prioritized 
problems  and  concerns .      Attendance  at   each  meeting  was  between   40   and  150. 
There  were  eight   district   meetings  and  they  made   county   reports.      They 
reviewed  and  prioritized  problems  and  wrote   recommendations .      The  state 
meeting  will  be  May   28-29.      This  should  be   done  more  often,   between   5-10 
years.      There  were  more   concerns   about  people   than   things.      In   1952,    the   feelings 
on   water  were   use  it  or  lose   it.      how  public  land  is  being  handled,    markets 
(the  concern   is  different  now)    leadership  training  is  needed,   and  more   research 
is  needed  in  educational   services.      In   the   80' s   the  feelings  are   towards  energy 
and  inflation.      This  was  not   mentioned  in   1952.      The   list   of  problems  are 
about   three  times   longer  and  much   more   complex.

The  total   salary  budget  has 
gone  done  4%    (purchasing  power  of  salaries  has   gone   down   8%.) 
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Experiment  Station  purchasing  power  has   gone  down   11.5%.      Extension   Service 
purchasing  power  has   increased  5%   in   10   years    (total   budget) .      The  only   thing 
that  has  kept  pace  is  the  ability   to   get   money   outside  of  the  state.      This 
has   increased   37%.      The  increased  student   faculty   ratio  has  increased  the 
workload   34%.      The  Butte  Nursing  Center  is  still   scheduled  to  close  if  there 
isn't   a  budget   increase      funded  for  next   year.      Social   work   and  Focus  on  Women 
are   gone.      The   university   may   close   the  last   2  weeks  of  June.      Agriculture 
must   stay  strong.      Other  areas   may  be  cut. 

College  of  Agriculture 

Dean  of  Agriculture   -   the  search   committee  is   disappointed  in  the  number  of 
applicants.      Assoc.    Dean   of  Exp.   Station   and  the  head  of  Plant  and  Soil  Science 
had  good  candidates.    (2   top)  .      Range  Science   -  Animal   and  Plant  Science   - 
Range  Science   looks   good.      The  salary   level   is  $10,000   less   than  anywhere 
else.      $50,000   to  $55,000   is  the   going  salary.      Vie  are  in   the  market   of  $35,000- 
$40,000.      The  budget   enrollment   for  winter  quarter  for  MSU  was   10,050,    8,508 
were  enrolled  at   the  University  of  Montana,    3,400  were  enrolled  for     Eastern. 
Forty  percent  of  Montana   young  people  are  in   the  system,    86%   are  Montanans . 

Jane  Barry    (report   attached)    reported  on   the  State  Forest   Tree  Nursery  sales 
policy.      They  settled  the  conflict   of  the  western  state   forest   tree  nursery 
and  the  Montana  Association   of  Nurserymen. 

Report   of  Landowner  and  Sportsmen  Proposal 

Property   damage   is   the  number  one  objection.      There  was   a  bill   with   a  proposed 
fee  of  $2.00   to   reimburse  landowners.      The  bill   was  passed  in   the  House  and 
failed  in   the  Senate.      It   was   recommended  to  send  out   questionnaires   to  see 
if  there  was   support.      The  following  is  the  results:      275  against;    225   for;    42 
groups;   18  sportsmen   for;   11   against;    24  other;   ag  -  14   groups   for;   10  against. 
Legislators:    27   for;    20   against.      Fish   and  Game  -   34  against;    4   for.      Hope 
some  others  will   come   forward  with  suggestions.      They   recommend  that   this 
i  -upased  legislation  be   dropped. 

Mac  (Juinn   -   2-4-D  problem 

There  was   a   group  of  women  who  said  that    using  2-4-D  caused  miscarriages. 
They  have   gone   to  court   and  have  asked  for  injunction   to  ban   2-4-D.      Mountain 
states   legal   foundation   agreed  to  take  the  case.      This   is  a   serious   threat. 
Lake  county,  Missoula  County,  Burlington  Northern,  and  weed  districts  are  named. 

Libby  Dam  re-regulation 

Cut   down   recently.      March   25   -  Pat   Williams  will   be   in  Kalispell    to  talk  about 
this  issue.      Also  water  rights   claim  will   be   discussed.      They  are  now  trying 
to   get   the   dam  issue  back  into   the  Senate   version   of  the  bill.      Montana  Power 
is  not   involved  but   northern   states  and  others  are. 
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"Review  of  Present  and  Alternative  Forest  Taxation  Procedures  for 
Montana  In  Relation  to  Forest  Management  Incentives  on  Private  Lands" 


Present  System: 

The  present  system  ;s  an  ad  valorem  tax  svs'em  i.e.  a  percentage 
of  the  value  of  property  at  the  time  of  evaluation  thru  classification. 
Presently  it  is  a  stable  source  of  revenue  for  some  counties.  This 
present  system  is  poorly  understood  and  poorly  administered  by  most 
counties.   It  is  not  understood  by  most  landowners.  There  is  very 
little  incentive  for  landowners  with  this  tax  system  to  manage  their 
timber  resource  base.   Proper  administration  of  this  system  would 
require  constant  revaluation  in  land  classification,  of  harvest, 
insects,  growth,  fire  a  d  access,  but  is  rarely  done  on  a  timely 
basis  due  to  lack  of  administrative  capability  and  understanding  of 
the  system.  Current  cost  of  administering  the  law  is  low,  but  land 
classifications  of  17  to  18  years  old  are  being  used.   It  has  been 
estimated  if  the  program  was  oet  up  to  be  updated  every  6  years,  the 
first  reclassification  would  cost  at  least  1.8  million  dollars.  The 
present  annual  timber  taxes  paid  are  about  one  million  dollars. 
Presently  this  system  often  encourages  an  earlier  and  more  severe 
harvest  than  usually  recommended  for  most  given  stands. 

Why  Consider  Change: 

One  must  ask  why  the  concern  for  tax  incentives  for  forest 
management  on  private  lands?  29%   of  the  commercial  forest  lands 
in  Montana  is  private,  yet  over  naif  the  commercial  timber  harvested 
in  Montana  recently  is  from  this  land  base.  There  is  a  definite 
*rend  of  diminishing  available  commercial  timber  for  harvest  from  the 
public  l_nd  base  in  Montana.  The  private  land  sector  is  accessable 
which  is  necessary  to  initiate  resource  management.   It  is  agreed 
that  thru  stocking  and  thinning  this  l~nd  base  would  lend  itself  to 
double  its  wommercial  growth  output;  some  feel  portions  would  easily 
go  to  at  least  6  times  their  present  growth  thru  basic  forest 
management  treatment.   Forest  taxation  incentives  could  be  the  start 
of  just  such  a  program  that  would  set  the  stage  for  Montana  to 
optimize  its  long  term  opportunity  of  this  Forest  Resource  potential 
from  the  private  land  sector  for  the  present  as  well  as  the  future. 

Alternative  Taxation  Systems: 

Productivity  Severance: 

One  highly  recommend. d  system  would  be  a  system  based  on  product- 
ivity capabilities  of  the  land  and  severance  tax  at  tne  time  of  harvest. 
The  most  realistic  approach  would  be  thru  soil  survey  of  wooded  areas 
in  conjuction  to  topography,  market  area  potentials,  and  access.   Once 
classified  administration  would  be  relatively  simple  and  low  cost. 
This  system  would  encourage  forest  management  to  owner  to  realize 
highest  return  for  potential  of  a  given  piece  of  property. 
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A  minimum  annual  tax  would  be  necessary  in  conjunction  to  a 
timber  severance  tax  at  tines  of  harvest  with  these  receipts  into  a 
timber  tax  reserve  fund.  This  would  then  tend  to  level  out  annual 
income  to  the  counties. 

There  would  be  a  definite  incentive  to  a  landowner  with  this 
system,  since  minimum  taxes  would  be  charged  during  periods  of  stand 
establishment  and  growth  yet  the  tax  rate  at  harvest  would  be  based 
on  land  productivity  capabilities  of  the  property. 

How  realistic  this  system  would  be  to  implement  would  depend  on 
how  much  assistance  could  be  obtained  from  the  SCS  and  the  State, 
Private,  and  Federal  Agencies  presently  involved  in  soil  classification 
in  Montana.  The  earliest  would  probably  be  1934  if  started  this  year 
and  would  be  of  significant  cost  (2  to  3  million  dollars).  This 
information  would  have  to  be  analyized  and  evaluated.  The  transition  of 
the  old  Forest  taxation  system  to  a  new  system  would  be  difficult  in 
some  counties  with  present  high  annual  returns  under  the  old  system. 
Increased  productivity  due  to  better  forest  management  by  land  owners 
would  be  invaluable  for  future  needs  of  the  State  and  Country. 

Severance  and  Timber  Yield  Tax: 

Timber  severance  tax  is  a  volume  tax  and  is  set  by  a  specified 
amount  per  unit  volume  of  timber.  The  timber  owner  is  liable  for 
paying  the  tax. 

Timber  yield  tax  is  levied  as  a  percent  of  product  value.  Wide 
fluctuations  occur  on  an  annual  basis  because  it  depends  on  both 
volume  and  value  of  timber  cut. 

Both  systems  encourage  longer  rotation  by  the  land  owner  of 
forest  crops  and  is  easily  set  up  to  administer.  Drawbacks  are  that 
marginal  timber  i9  inflated  in  value  at  time  of  harvest  and  income 
fluctuates  on  tax  return.   The  yield  tax  does  not  adequately  allow 
for  changes  in  logging  costs.  A  timber  yield  tax  could  lend  itself 
to  be  very  difficult  to  administer. 

A  yield  tax  would  nearl?/  automatically  adjust  itself  to  inflat- 
ionary changes  in  value  and  market  conditions.  A  severance  tax  would 
have  to  be  varied  in  its  administration  to  reflect  these  changes.

STATE  FOREST  TREE  NURSERY  SALES  POLICY 

The  purpose  of  the  State  Forest  Tree  Nursery  (SFTN)  is  to  produce  and  distribute, 
at  nominal  cost,  quality  seedling  trees  and  shrubs  for  non-ornamental  conservation 
plantings  in  rural  areas  of  Montana.  The  following  guidelines  are  meant  to  provide 
direction  and  information  in  all  transactions  involving  the  State  Forest  Tree 
Nursery. 

1.  Typical  proper  uses  of  SFTN  plant  materials  are  shelterbelts  around  homes, 
buildings  and  livestock  feeding  areas  of  agricultural  producers;  wildlife 
plantings,  field  windbreaks,  Christmas  tree  production,  critical  area 
planting  such  as  for  erosion  control,  soil  stabilization  and  reclamation 
plantings;  and  reforestation. 

2.  SFTN  plant  materials  are  not  to  be  made  available  to  homes  and  acreages 

in  towns,  cities,  rural  sub-divisions  or  other  non-agricultural  producers, 
except  for  the  purpose  of  wildlife,  critical  area  and  Christmas  tree 
production  planting. 

3.  Sales  of  SFTN  planting  stock  is  limited  to  purchasers  owning  ten  (10)  or 
more  acres  of  land  on  which  the  plant  materials  are  to  be  used. 

4.  Planting  stock  will  not  be  sold  for  ornamental,  landscaping,  or  other 
urban  purposes  when  such  purpose  is  the  sole  reason  for  purchase.  In 
addition,  purchasers  must  agree  to  not  resell  SFTN  planting  stock  with 
the  roots  attached  or  for  ornamental  purposes. 

5.  Applicants  for  SFTN  planting  stock  must  complete  a  SFTN  Tree  Order 
Application  form.  To  insure  proper  use  of  SFTN  plant  materials,  applicants 
will  submit  a  plan  including  such  things  as  name  of  applicant;  ownership 
size;  legal  description  of  the  planting  area;  and  a  map  showing  species 

and  arrangement  with  relation  of  planting  to  buildings,  road,  property  lines, 
etc.  The  backside  of  the  Tree  Order  Application  may  be  used  for  this 
purpose. 

6.  The  Montana  Extension  Service  through  the  County  Extension  Agent  office 
in  various  counties  will  act  as  the  "clearing-house"  on  placement  of 
orders  distribution  of  planting  stock  within  the  counties.  Field  offices 
of  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  and  the  Division  of  Forestry  may  also 
process  Tree  Order  Applications.  Tree  orders,  with  the  exception  of 
late  orders,  will  normally  be  delivered  to  the  County  Extension  Agent 
office  during  the  month  of  April. 

7.  March  first  is  the  annual  deadline  for  orders  of  less  than  1,000  seedlings.

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8.  Minimum  tree  order  is  250  seedlings   (unless  used  as  replacement  stock- 
then   100  minimum). 

9.  Payment  in  full   is   required  before  trees  are  delivered.     Normally,   payment 
should  accompany  Tree  Order  Applications.     The  nursery  reserves  the  right 
to  refuse  cancellations  or  changes  on  orders   after  January  31st.     All 
cancellations   are  subject  to  a  $3.50  service   charge   for  orders   cancelled 
at  the  purchaser's  request. 

10.  Replacements  will    be  provided  free  on  any  order  that  is   not  in  satisfactory 
condition  when  received  providing: 

(1)  We  are  notified  promptly  (within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the 
trees  have  reached  the  county). 

(2)  That  the  damage  or  injury  was  not  caused  by  mishandling  in 
transit  by  commercial   transportation.      (In  these  cases,  a  claim 
should  be  filed  with  the  transportation  company). 

SURPLUS  ST0CK--SALES  POLICY 

11.  Surplus  stock  is  defined  as   any  plant  materials  still   unsold  after  the 
annual   March  first  deadline  for  orders  of  less  than  1,000  trees.     After 
March  first,  surplus  stock  will    be  sold  to  Montana  customers,   including 
private  nurseries,  on  a  first-come,   first-serve  basis.

University  Funding 

Tom  Nopper  discussed  the  current  situation    (Handout   is  attached) .

New  Approaches   to  Weed  Research 

Gary  Strobel   of  the  Plant   Pathology   Department   conducted  a   discussion  on   weed 
management . 

All   plants  have  pathogens   that   affect  growth  or  survival .      There  have  been 
some   trials  on   using  a   fungus   to  control    thistle.      This   treatment   appears 
to  have  some  potential.      Last   summer,    a   group  surveyed   thistle  patches   to 
locate   various  pathogens   on   thistle  plants.      During  the  winter,    considerable 
laboratory  work  has  been   done  to  isolate  organisms   that   can   eliminate   the 
plants.      Testing  is  being  done   to  determine  what   hosts  are  affected. 
Specificity  is   extremely   important. 

He  indicated   that  we  need  to  be  more  agressive  in  looking  at  natural   organisms 
that  provide  controls  for  undesirable  plants. 

Dale  Marxer  and  Jack   Iman   suggested   that   the  weed  commission   legislation   is 
a   result  of  frustrations  over  weed  management.      It   is   important   to  have 
some  new  approaches   that  have  greater  opportunity   for  success.      Jack  Iman 
says   that  results  have   to  appear  within   3-5   years,    otherwise   the   findings 
tend   to  be   discouraged.      This  often   creates  problems  because   the   time   frame 
of  research  can  be  shortened  only   so  much  because  of  the  biological   behavior 
of  a   given  plant.      Jack   Iman   indicated  that   agriculture  should  not  have   to 
tax   themselves  for  special   programs  when   the  state  general    fund  has  such   a 
large  surplus. 

Some  discussions  concerning  county  weed  boards,    their  problems ,   and  the  problems 
that   the  farmers  and  ranchers  have  with   the  weed  districts   took  place. 

Chairman  Aasheim  asked  Jack  Iman,   Chris   Johanson   and  Mack   Quinn   to  get 
together  with   the  chairman  of  the  weed  subcommittees    to  propose  a   weed 
plan.      Dick  Setterstrom  moved  and  Ole   Ueland  seconded   that  RAD  make   the 
preparation  of  a  state  weed  plan  and  legislation  supporting  such  a  plan 
top  priority   for  this  year.      Motion  passed.

The  Place  of  Fertilizer  in  Montana  Agriculture 

Heyden   Ferguson  stated  that  Montana   soils  have  a   great   deal   of  phosphorous; 
however,   most   of  the  phosphorous  is   unsoluable.      Thus   in   terms  of  availability , 
it   is   unavailable. 

Nitrogen  is  generally   the  limiting  factor  in   soils,    even  on   the  range. 
Farming  uses   up  nitrogen   and  decreases   it   tremendously . 

There  is  a   great   deal   of  available  potassium,   but   traditionally  the  soil   still 
needs  it . 

There  is  some  lack  of  sulfur.      Some  areas  are  exotic  for  instance,    the  Bitteroot 
is   deficient   in  selenium. 

There  has  been  a   tremendous   use  of  fertilizer  since  1961. 

Heyden   feels   that   the   use  of  nitrogen  must   increase  if  Montana   is   to  remain 
economically   viable. 

There  is   a   response   to  increased  use  of  potassium  even   though  a   great 
deal   is  available.      Soil    tests  are  needed  for  potassium  with  a   different 
method  of  analysis. 

Dryland  broadcasting  on   grains   is  ineffecient. 

Gasohol 

Langdon  McMillon   gave   the  state  of  the  art  of  alcohol   production,   good 

news   and  bad  news.      The  bad  news   is   that   energy  cost   of  fertilization  practically 

puts  BTV  balance  out   of  question. 

The   good  news   is   that   with  commercial   production,    the  picture  looks  better. 
The  gasohol   plant   is  just  about   ready  for  FHA  approval.      They  need  to  raise 
a  little  more  capital.      They  must  raise   20%.      FHA  has  not   been  involved  in 
Great   Falls  or  Butte  plants. 

The  problem  with  small   farm  operations   it    that   the  capital   investment   is 
hunge;    it   takes   expert  management;   will   cost   $7-$5  per  gallon  and  will   only 
be  140-160  proof  alcohol.      It  will   have  water  in  it  and  when   it   gets  below 
freezing ,    the   water  will   separate.      Engineers  and  economists   are  negative 
on  a   farm  sized  gasohol   plant. 

Wildlife  Habitat   Improvement   -   Jane  Barry 

Emphasis  is  being  placed  on  wildlife  habitat  improvement   in   the  eastern 
part  of  the  state.      A   slide  and  cassette   tape  presentation  has  been  developed 
and  is   supplemented  by  a  port  folio  of  material .  If  funds  were  available 
for  making  the  cassette   tape  and  for  reproduction   the  program  could  be  ready 
by  September  15.

May   15,    1980 

The  Soil   Conservation  Service  will   reproduce  1,500  copies  of  the  material 
and  the  Woodland  Council   will    underwrite   the  mailing  cost.      However,    $630.00 
is  needed   to  reproduce   tapes,    etc. 

The  slide  set  emphasizes   such   things  as  wind  breaks,   shelter  belts   and 
additional  plant  material.      Jane  asked  for  suggestions   from  this   group  as 
to  where  funds. for  this  project  might  be  found. 

Pat   Iman   and  others  suggested  sportsmen  organizations ,    wildlife  organizations , 
archaeological   associations ,    state  highway   departments,    gun   companies ,   national 
Rifle  Association,   and  Field  and  Stream  magazine. 

Aasheim  said   that   RAD  could  provide  $132.00   for   the   initial   production   cost 
of   the  slides,   but   they  will   still   need  money   for   the   tape.      Jane  will 
continue   to  pursue   funding  from  these   suggestions .

Z  GREAT -FALLS  (AP)  - 
A'  member  of  the  Senate 
Education  Committee  says 
political  decisions  by  the 
state  Board  of  Regents,  not 
by  the  Legislature,  have 
caused  the  problems  of  the 
Montana  University  System. 

Sen.  Larry  Fasbender,  D- 
Fort  Shaw,  charged  that,  al- 
though the  1972  Constitution 
was  supposed  to  create  a 
non-political  board,  the  re- 
gents have  made  more  politi- 
cal decisions  than  the  Legis- 
lature has. 

Fasbender,  speaking  to  a 
Democratic  women's  club  in 
Great  Falls,  apparently  was 
responding  to  recent  criti- 
cism of  the  Legislature  by 
Regents  Chairman  Ted 
James  of  Great  Falls.  James 
especially  criticized  the  joint 
House-Senate  subcommittee 
on  educalion,  of  which  Fas- 
bender is  a  member. 

Fasbender  said  one  ex- 


ample of  a  political  decision 
by  the  regents  was  their  deci- 
sion in  January  to  reinstate  a 
Montana  State  University 
clinical-nursing  program  in 
Butte.  He  said  the  program 
was  serving  only  36  people, 
only  four  to  six  of  them  from 
Butte,  and  it  could  have  been 
offered  elsewhere. 

He  cited  continued  opera- 
tion of  Western  Montana  Col- 
lege as  another  example,  not- 
ing that  the  Clue  Ribbon 
Commission  on  Higher  Edu- 
cation recommended  closing 
Western  in  1974.  The  senator 
said  Western,  with  the  equiv- 
alent of  594  full-time  stu- 
dents, is  the  smallest  state- 
supported,  four-year  college 
in  the  United  States.  Smaller 
institutions  drain  money 
from  the  larger  ones,  he  snid, 
adding  that  3,000  to  4,000  sLu- 
dents  is  the  minimum  for  an 
efficient  educational  institu- 
tion.

Fasbender  said  regents 
also  decided  for  political  rea- 
sons to  place  the  University 
System's  television  curricu- 
lum at  Montana  State. 

"It  should  have  been 
placed  at  the  University  of 
Montana."  he  said. 
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HKLLNA  (APi  -The  slate  Department 
of  Revenue  and  Hie  Anaconda  Copper  Co 
recently  settled  a  corporation  lax  dispute 
out  of  court  and  the  result  is  an  $8  million 
windfall  to  the  state  treasury.

|KMSonal  exemption  $1,150. 

Under  a  compromise  bipartisan  tax 
relief  hill  enacted  by  the  pj/'J  legislature, 
the  personal  exemption  is  increased  $50  for 
each  $2  8  million  that  the  general  fund  * 
exceeds  a  $13  million  contingency  reserve 
at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year 

The  budget  office's  newest  estimate 
shows  $18.6  million  worth  of  unanticipated 
increases  in  the  surplus  since  the  end  of 
the  197(i  legislative  session. 

More  than  $7  million  of  that  amount  is 
unexpected  revenue  from  the  state 
corporation  lax  and,  according  to 
administration  officals,  it  results 
primarily  from  a  senr»  of  audits  of 
Montana  corporations,  including  a  lengthy 
audit  of  the  Anaconda  Copper  Co. 

Also  included  in  the  $11). &  million 
increase  in  the  estimated  surplus  is  $6  8 


million  extra  from  the  state  coal  tax  and

investment  of  "idle"  state  funds.  Oil 
production  taxes  are  expected  to  lise  $1.6 
million  and  inheritance  taxes  $1  million 
above  earlier  estimates  Income  from  beer 
taxes  will  be  up  an  estimated  $900,000, 
while  income  related  to  long  range  bond 
excess  and  reimbursements  to  institutions 
is  expected  to  fall  a  total  of  $3  million 
below  estimates,  according  to  budget 
office  figures.

Under  the  negotiated  settlement,  all  of 
the  subsidiaries  'vcrc  lumped  into  a  single 
pot  and  the  Montana  tax  was  based  on  an 
apportionment  formula  reflecting  the 
Montana  share  of  the  company's 
Worldwide  income. 

The  settlement  about  two  weeks  ago 
treated  income  from  interest,  rent  and 
royalties  in  the  same  manner,  DDK 
officials  said  Monday. 

Judge  said  Monday  that  the  growing 
state  surplus  "was  produced  by  economic 
expansion,  more  effective  administration 
of  corporation  taxes,  high  yield 
investments  and  the  cost-control 
programs  that  have  been  applied  to  state 
government  operations  in  recent  years." 

Judge  said  the  higher  income  tax 
exemptions  will  bring  the  total  in  state  tax 
relief  between  the  beginning  of  fiscal  1977 
and  the  end  of  fiscal  1931  to  $97  2  million.

The  export  of  Montana  coal  is  becoming  a  very  controversial 
public  and  political  issue.   To  attempt  to  help  focus  the  public 
debate  on  realistic  projections  we  contracted  with  a  Montana 
economic  consulting  firm,  Western  Analysis,  Inc.,  to  make  inde- 
pendent economic  impact  projections  of  two  possible  scenarios. 
We  requested  the  firm  to  estimate  the  economic  impacts  in  terms 
of  state  and  local  tax  avenues  and  employment  if  10  million  tons 
of  coal  are  exported  annually  to  the  Pacific  Basin  by  1990  for  a 
20  year  contract  period,  increasing  the  exports  to  25  million 
tons  annually  by  the  year  2000.   This  would  represent  600  million 
tons  of  coal  exported  over  a  30  year  period  which  equals  .5%  of 
Montana's  coal  reserve.   Montana's  and  the  nation's  domestic 
supplies  would  not  be  jeopardized  by  these  export  amounts,  how- 
ever, significant  revenues  would  accrue  to  state  and  local 
governments  and  several  hundred  jobs  would  be  created  directly 
in  the  mining  and  railroad  industries  in  Montana. 

In  addition  exporting  these  amounts  of  coal  would  improve 
the  U.S.  Balance  of  Payments  by  about  one  billion  dollars  annually 

Our  market  studies  indicate  a  100  million  ton  annual  steam 
coal  market  in  Japan,  Taiwan  and  Korea  by  1990.   These  countries 
have  policies  that  require  diverse  supply  acquisitions  from 
Canada,  Australia,  South  Africa  and  the  U.S.   It  is  reasonable 
to  estimate  that  25%  of  the  Pacific  Basin  market  could  be  supplied 
by  U.S.  steam  coal  producers  and  that  Montana  probably  would 
supply  no  more  than  one  third  to  one  half  of  total  U.S.  steam 
coal  exports  and  possibly  less. 

I  hope  this  information  will  help  you  and  your  associates 
in  more  fully  understanding  and  participating  in  the  public 
debate  of  this  issue.

A  letter  concerning  the  Montana  Rural  Youth  Conference  caused  some 
members  of  RAD  to  wonder  if  the  conference  was  in  competition  with 
4-H.   Carl  Hoffman  said  fhat  it  was  not  competitive  with  4-H.

Smal I  Farmers 


A  letter  from  Harvey  Bryan  sparked  discussion  on  the  trend  toward  larger 
farms  and  ownership  of  farms  by  non-farm  investors.   It  was  suggested  that 
RAD  support  road  blocks  to  acquisitions  of  farms  by  non-farm  investors.  Bryan 
believes  that  small  farmers  and  small  business  have  the  same  problems,  a  need 
for  definition  of  small  farmers  or  family  farmers  was  expressed.   Aasheim 
suggested  that  this  topic  be  considered  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Gasoho I 

Harkness  asked  if  negative  gasohol  news  articles  were  valid.   After  discussion 
it  was  agreed  to  put  the  subject  of  gasohol  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  meeting. 

Future  Operation  of  RAD 

Aasheim  asked  for  discussion  on  who  might  serve  as  chairman  and  how  RAD  might 
operate  in  the  future.   It  was  agreed  that  a  tie  to  extension  should  be  maintained. 
Iman  summarized  the  problem  by  stating  that  everyone  wants  RAD  to  continue  and 
said  two  questions  must  be  discussed.   One  is  "does  any  director  feel  he  could 
serve  as  chairman."  A  second  question  is  "Could  Hoffman  or  someone  else  from 
Extension  serve  as  chairman." 

Aasheim  appointed  a  committee  to  review  the  constitution  and  explore  options 
for  chairmanship  and  future  operations  of  RAD.   The  committee  is  Bob  LeProwse, 
chairman;  Ole  Ueland;  Bernard  Harkness;  Jack  Iman;  Chris  Johnson;  and  Dale 
Ma  rxe  r . 

National  Extension  Advisory  Council 

Jack  Iman  reported  on  the  meeting  in  Washington,  D.  C.  in  late  March.   All  states 
in  the  northeast,  north  central,  and  south  were  represented.   The  western  region 
states  represented  were  Montana,  Colorado,  Oregon,  and  California. 

The  purpose  of  the  organization  is  to  advise  and  support  Extension,  research, 
and  agricultural  education. 

The  northeast  and  north  central  regions  are  well  organized  with  county  district 
and  state  councils  that  function  like  Project  '80,  providing  recommendations 
from  localities  to  the  state  and  receiving  feedback  from  the  state. 

Many  states  have  legislation  providing  funding  for  travel  of  members. 

Iman  reported  that  there  is  interest  in  Montana  counties  having  such  councils.

Dean  of  Agriculture  and  Department  Heads 

MSU  President  WilliamTietz  reported  that  Jim  Welch  will  be  Dean  of  Agriculture 
starting  September  I,  1980.   After  orientation  to  the  job,  Welch  will  tour  the 
state  and  meet  farm  organizations  and  other  leaders. 

The  search  for  a  plant  and  soils  head  has  been  reopened.   The  search  for 
animal  sciene  and  range  head  is  narrowed  to  one  applicant. 

Un i  vers  i  ty  Budget 

Tietz  said  that  MSU  was  asking  for  improved  funding  per  student,  based  on  a 
formula  prepared  by  the  fiscal  analyst.   He  said  this  would  require  nearly 
$2,000  and  believes  the  chances  of  getting  it  are  slim.   MSU  and  it's  Extension 
and  Research  are  asking  for  no  new  programs. 

Tietz  said  that  MSU's  Film  and  TV  program  was  started  in  1957  to  provide 
visual  education  possibilities  for  agriculture,  engineering  and  the  sciences, 
not  to  get  into  journalism.   He  said  the  Regents  authorized  the  Film  and  TV 
building  at  MSU.   MSU  has  a  grant  from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce  for 
sending  TV  programs  to  10  locations  in  the  state. 

Tietz  reported  that  MSU  got  a  $110,000  planning  grant  for  a  laboratory  animal 
facility.   This  facility  must  be  improved  or  MSU  will  lose  federal  research 
money. 

Metz  said  that  MSU  needs  $265,000  for  a  machine  shop  on  the  research  farm, 
$265,000  for  a  building  at  the  Conrad  Station  and  $2,000,000  for  a  greenhouse 
on  the  campus. 

He  said  that  he  plans  to  use  students  to  get  MSU's  story  to  the  legislature. 

Aasheim  asked  if  Tietz  would  approve  RAD's  asking  president's  of  other  university 
units  to  appear  at  its  meetings.  Tietz  approved. 

Bryan  asked  if  students  were  counted  as  Bozeman  residents  rather  than  residents 
of  their  home  counties,  thus  affecting  the  size  of  legislative  districts.  Tietz 
said  he  did  not  know,  that  the  Bureau  of  Census  made  that  decision.   MSU  regards 
students  who  are  dependent  on  their  parents  as  residents  of  their  home  county. 

Tietz  said  thet  the  Regents  were  going  to  negotiate  with  the  legislature  for  a 
student  fee  increase. 

EDEAM 

Harvey  Bryan    said   that   EDEAM  was    inactive   and   would    re-asses    its   status   at   a 
January   board  meeting.

Forest  Taxation 

Bob  LeProwse  reported  there  are  three  options: 

1.  The  ad  valorem  or  property  tax  used  in  22  counties 

2.  Yield  or  severance  tax 

3.  Productivity  tax 

The  productivity  tax  is  based  on  yield  potential  and  would  require  an  expensive 
inventory.   New  satellite  technology  might  cheapen  the  cost  of  inventory  survey. 
This  tax  might  be  levied  annually  or  at  harvest  like  a  yield  tax. 

LeProwse  said  the  Interim  Finance  Committee  of  the  Legislature  was  preparing 
a  bill.  He  recommended  RAD  take  no  stand  at  this  time. 

Oscar  Burt  feels  that  a  productivity  tax  at  harvest  will  discourage  harvest. 
He  recommended  an  annual  tax  that  could  be  deferred  by  agreement  between  the 
owner  and  the  county.   The  owner  would  pay  interest  on  the  deferred  tax 
annually  and  pay  the  accrued  taxes  at  harvest  time.  He  believes  such  a  tax 
will  result  in  less  interference  with  the  market  system  in  allocating  resource 
use. 

Annual  Meeting 

It  was  decided  to  follow  last  year's  format  and  have  subcommittee  meetings 
af  the  annual  meeting.  The  question  was  posed  of  whether  special  speakers 
should  be  used  to  hold  the  audience  until  adjourment. 

Soils  Subcommittee 

Paul  Kresge  said  the  committee  was  working  on  two  projects: 

I  .   Fert  i  I  i  zer  tax 

a.  Change  collection  so  that  manufacturers  report  tonnage  sold  rather 
than  dealers  reporting. 

b.  Increase  tax  to  overcome  inflation. 

2.  Cropping  systems  proposal 

The  committee  working  with  Ole  Ueland  are  trying  to  get  a  $100,000  grant 
for  two  years  to  employ  specialists. 

Farm  and  Ranch  Guide 

Rust  reported  that  Hawkes  will  complete  this  by  the  next  meeting. 
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Doug  Smith  Thesis 

Rust  reported  that  it  was  not  finished,  that  it  should  be  finished  by  the  next 
meeting  and  that  he  would  get  a  copy. 

Project  '80 

Hoffman  reported  that  state  reports  are  being  edited,  will  be  reviewed  by 
committee  members,  corrected,  and  published.   Some  counties  are  already 
implementing  some  recommendations. 

Governor's  Council  of  Economic  Advisors 

Bryan  said  the  second  annual  report  is  out  and  can  be  secured  from  Helena  (see 
list  of  publications  attached). 

They  are  organizing  a  loan  program  for  venture  capital. 

Coal  impacts  were  discussed.   Ueland  wondered  whether  RAD  should  have  Helen 
Waller,  Circle,  chairman  of  Northern  Plains  Resources  Council^  speak  to  one  of 
its  meetings. 

Rural  Youth  Conference 

Gay  Holliday  was  absent.   No  report  was  given. 

The  2,  4-D  Action  in  Western  Montana 

Gingery's  shop  has  completed  the  first  phase  of  investigation  and  finds  no 
evidence,  in  his  opinion,  of  relations  of  2,  4-D  and  miscarriages.   Yet,  he 
says,  the  miscarriage  rate  in  mountain  valleys  is  higher  than  the  national  rate. 

Bill  Brown  said  that  the  Supreme  Court  ruled  that  suits  over  alleged  injuries 
in  Lake  County  must  be  filed  in  Lake  County.   The  Class  Action  question  has  not 
been  settled  and  could  change  the  suit  to  the  Missoula  court.   Fact  finding 
is  still  going  on.   Friends  of  the  Earth  has  requested  EPA  to  outlaw  2,  4-D. 

Wildlife  Habitat  Improvement 

Jane  Barry's  committee  is  working  on  this  problem  and  has  no  report  at  this 
time. 

Annua  I  Reports 

Aasheim  has  75  copies  and  will  arrange  to  have  them  distributed. 
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Next  Meeting 

Aasheim  will  check  on  the  meeting  date  of  MSU  Advisory  Council,  and  if  there 
is  no  conflict,  will  set  the  next  RAD  executive  meeting  on  October  10.

Thank  you  for  your  letter  in  which  you  relay  the  disapproval  by  the  Montana 
State  Rural  Areas  Development  Committee  of  the  Montana  residents  appointed 
to  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management's  (BLM)  National  Public  Lands  Advisory 
Council. 

You  state  that  the  R.A.D.  Executive  Committee  feels  that  "agriculture  and 
especially  the  livestock  industry  should  have  been  better  represented." 

The  mandate  of  the  Council  with  regard  to  "representation"  has  been  greatly 
misunderstood  and  hence  remains  the  subject  of  some  controversy.   In  pre- 
paring for  creation  of  the  Council,  Secretary  Cecil  Andrus ,  BLM  Director 
Frank  Gregg,  and  I  agreed  that  we  did  not  lack  for  prompt,  informed,  and 
valuable  advice  from  organized  interest  groups  of  many  types  on  management 
of  the  public  lands.   Instead,  our  greatest  need  was  the  provision  of  fresh 
insights  from  an  essentially  "public  interest"  point  of  view.   The  current 
Council  members  were  appointed  with  this  need  in  mind. 

Members  of  the  National  Public  Lands  Advisory  Council  are  citizens  who  have 
demonstrated  a  commitment  to  public  service  and  a  capacity  to  take  a  broad 
overview  of  public  land  management  requirements.   They  represent  neither 
States  nor  particular  interests,  although  obviously  most  are  residents  of 
public  lands  States,  and  many  have  specialized  knowledge  which  is  helpful 
to  the  Council. 

In  their  two  meetings  to  date,  the  members  have  demonstrated  a  capacity  for 
hard  work,  attention  to  detail,  and  a  balanced  approach  to  public  lands 
issues.   Of  interest  to  your  Committee,  they  voted  in  their  last  meeting  to 
establish  as  their  top  priority  the  rehabilitation  of  the  nation's 
range  1 ands. 

The  Council  will  meet  in  Boise  on  September  22  and  23.   Time  will  be  set 
aside  for  public  statements.   If  your  Committee  should  care  to  address 
the  Council,  either  in  person  or  through  a  written  statement,  you  can  com-

L'rusent  plant] 
call  for  a  field  visit  to  rangcland  areas  that  illustrate  problems  and 
opportunities  immediately  prior  to  the  September  22-23  Council  meeting. 
Thus,  if  your  Committee  wishes  to  become  better  acguainted  with  this  Coun- 
cil and  its  members,  the  Boise  meeting  may  be  a  particularly  appropriate 
occasion. 

The  Council  has  much  latitude  to  pursue  subjects  of  its  own  choosing.   Yet, 
if  its  actions  to  date  are  any  indication,  I  am  confident  that  Council  mem- 
bers will  give  every  consideration  to  the  interests  of  the  agricultural 
community  in  general  and  the  livestock  community  in  particular. 

I  hope  this  information  will  be  useful  to  you  and  to  the  other  members  of 
the  Montana  State  Rural  Areas  Development  Committee.  If  I  can  be  of  fur- 
ther assistance,  please  do  .not  hesitate  to  let  me  know.

EDAEM  STATUS 

The  Economic  Development  association  is  in  an  innactive  status. 
Directors  took  this  action  on  April  11,  1980. 

The  following  events  led  up  to  EDAEM' s  innactive  status: 

1.  The  State  legislature  did  not  appropriate  any  funds  for  the  biennium. 

2.  Several  counties  decided  not  to  give  financial  support  for  EDAEM 's  activities. 

3.  County  delegates  lost  interest  and  did  not  attend  EDAEM  meetings  regularly. 

4.  Title  V  finds  from  the  Cooperative  Extension  Service  would  no  longer  be 
available  for  EDAEM 's  use. 

5.  Present  staff  resigns  because  of  future  funding  problems. 

6.  At  the  fall  meeting,  October  18,  1979,  EDAEM  delegates  propose  a  resolution 
to  consider  disolving  the  corporation  at  the  annual  meeting  in  January,  1980. 

7.  Fred  Roach,  owner  of  the  Terry  Tribune,  proposed  to  work  part  time  as  Executive 
Director  of  EDAEM.   This  proposal  was  accepted  at  the  Annual  meeting  on 
January  31,  1980. 

8.  The  resolution  to  dissolve  the  corporation  was  defeated.  There  were  no  votes 
for  the  motions  and  six  (6)  against.  There  being  eleven  (11)  paid  members  in 
the  corporation,  the  chairman  declared  the  resolution  failed. 

9.  Kenneth  Rustad  resigned  from  the  Board  of  Directors.  Four  board  members  were 
elected:  Morris  Bellehus,  Jim  Hoffman,  Cecil  Weeding  and  Joe  Padden. 

10.  The  Board  of  Directors  was  reorganized.   Harvey  Bryan,  Pres. ;  Morris  Billehus, 
1st  Vice  Pres.;  Cecil  Weeding,  2nd  Vice  Pres.;  Jim  Hoffman,  Treasurer;  Glenn 
Jacobson  and  Joe  Padden,  board  members. 

11.  March  31,  1980,  Fred  Roach  determines  he  no  longer  has  time  to  devote  to 
EDAEM' s  activities. 

12.  On  April  11,  1980,  the  EDAEM  Board  of  Directors  place  EDAEM  in  limbo,  dis- 
continuing staffing,  programs,  and  funding  until  the  board  and  delegates 
meeting  in  January  1981. 

The  EDAEM  files  and  records  will  be  stored  at  Terry  Tribune,  Terry,  Montana  in 
custody  of  Fred  Roach,  Editor/Publisher  of  the  Terry  Tribune. 

The  financial  records  have  been  audited  by  Williamson,  Child  and  Smith,  CPAs. 
After  all  obligations  were  paid,  a  balance  of  $11,228.80  remains.  The  funds  will 
be  transfered  to  Glendive  in  custody  of  James  Hoffman,  EDAEM  Treasurer.  Funds 
will  be  deposited  as  follows:   checking  account-$200.00;  Money  Market  Certificate- 
$10,000.00;  remainder  in  passbook  savings. 


'Combined  Efforts  For  A  Better  Eastern  Montana" 
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The  Cooperative  Extension  Service  owned  the  office  furnishings  in  the 
EDAEM  office.   They  have  been  disbursed.   All  future  communications 
should  be  made  to  the  Board  of  Directors.

Additional  Agenda  Items: 

Mack  Quinn,  President  of  the  Farm  Bureau,  reported  on  the  suit  concerning 
2,4-D.   The  investigation  has  found  no  residue.   The  report  did  not  make  a 
statement  about  miscarriages.   The  Montana  Health  Department  did  not  conduct 
an  investigation.   The  investigation  was  conducted  by  the  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

The  Farm  Coalition  has  a  class  action  suit  against  Burlington  Northern  for 
adjustment  on  freight  rates  to  ship  grain  out  of  Montana.   Federal  Council 
did  not  have  jurisdiction.   The  Coalition  is  asking  the  ICC  for  adjustments 
in  rates.   If  the  ICC  decided  the  rates  are  unreasonable,  then  the  railroad 
will  be  liable. 

Harvey  Bryan  made  a  motion  which  was  seconded  by  Mack  Quinn,  that  RAD  go  on 
record  supporting  the  "Producers  Rate  Appeal"  which  is  the  class  action 
suit . 

Report  of  Committee  on  the  Future  of  the  RAD  Organization: 

Bob  LeProwse,  chairman,  reported  that  the  committee  felt  that  the  Extension 
Director  should  be  chairman. 

Carl  Hoffman,  Vice  President  for  Extension,  suggested  that  someone  else 
should  be  chairman,  but  that  Extension  would  still  play  a  large  supportive 
role  by  providing  an  executive  director,  etc. 

The  committee  decided  to  discuss  the  issue  further  and  make  a  recommendation 
at  the  annual  meeting. 

Operation  CARE: 

Carl  Hoffman,  Vice  President  for  Extension  -  As  a  result  of  Project  '80 
and  the  need  for  funding  of  agriculture,  Howard  Lyman  and  George  McGowan 
called  a  meeting  in  Great  Falls  on  August  8th  to  discuss  the  funding  of 
agriculture.   Out  of  this  Operation  CARE  was  created  (report  attached). 

Budget  Request  for  Extension: 

The  first  Extension  hearing  has  been  held.   The  budget  request  has  been 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Regents  and  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Governor  and 
his  staff.   Extension  is  asking  for  an  increase  of  $836,000  for  personal 
services,  $99,000  for  operations,  and  $265,000  for  AGNET  for  a  total  oi 
$1.2  million  increase  for  the  biennium. 
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College  of  Agriculture  Report: 

Jim  Welsh,  Dean  of  Agriculture  -  Joe  Asleson  will  be  providing  background  and 
support  for  the  Experiment  Station  until  December  31,  1980. 

Dr.  Welsh  feels  the  Experiment  Station  is  a  very  productive  operation. 
For  every  dollar  spent  on  research  and  development,  the  return  is  $50.00. 
Funding  of  the  Experiment  Station  is  critical  in  terms  of  support  and  salary 
system.   Montana  is  close  to  the  bottom  in  terms  of  resources. 

The  people  who  are  doing  agricultural  research  at  Montana  State's  Agricultural 
Experiment  Station  currently  don't  have  adequate  facilities  to  be  productive. 
The  request  for  the  Experiment  Station  is  to  put  it  in  an  operation  position 
at  the  level  that  it  was  operating  in  1976.   The  budget  request  the  first 
year  of  the  biennium  is  $1.2  million  and  the  second  year  is  $1.3  million. 

The  budget  adjustment  will  bring  salaries,  operations  and  equipment  up  to 
functioning  level.  The  Experiment  Station  is  seeking  support  from  all  of 
agriculture.   Priorities  will  then  be  set  for  the  Experiment  Station. 

Eastern  Research  Center  (Sidney)  -  The  budget  information  needed  was  provided. 
The  losses  which  the  Eastern  Research  Center  has  felt  were  distributed 
universally  across  the  system. 

Title  V  -  Title  V  of  the  Rural  Development  Act  provides  for  money  for 
research  in  rural  development.   Montana's  rural  development  research  project 
had  been  a  part  of  a  safflower  breeding  program  at  the  Eastern  Research 
Center.   The  amount  of  funding  was  $15,000.00  used  to  develop  the  safflower 
processing  industry.   This  has  been  accomplished. 

Report  on  a  Film  Developed  About  Weeds : 

Charles  Rust  -  This  film  is  to  be  used  with  groups  to  seek  funding  for  weed 
research  and  educational  programs.   It  explains  the  problems  producers  are 
having  with  weeds.   This  is  background  information  to  support  weed  legislation. 

Recreation  Subcommittee: 

This  committee  will  have  a  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Report  on  Montana  State  University: 

William  Tietz,  President,  Montana  State  University  -  Dr.  Tietz  gave  an  update 
on  the  university. 

1.   Enrollment  -  Enrollment  has  increased  to  approximately  10,725. 
He  expects  the  net  enrollment  to  be  about  10,530  with  an  FTE  of 
10,300.   This  is  1,000  more  students  than  MSU  received  funds  for 
at  the  beginning  of  the  biennium. 
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The  largest  enrollment  is  in  the  College  of  Engineering  with 
approximately  2,000  students.   This  is  a  66%  increase  in  engineering 
students  in  the  last  six  years. 

2.  Accreditation  Team  -  Every  10  years,  the  university  is  assessed  by 
the  Northwest  Region  Accreditation  of  Colleges  and  Universities. 
This  team  has  been  on  the  MSU  campus  recently.   The  chairman  of 
the  team  commented  to  President  Tietz  that  it  was  incredible  for 
MSU  to  be  doing  as  good  as  it  was  on  the  resources  it  had. 

Whatever  scale  is  used  for  resources  per  student,  MSU  is  at  the 
bottom. 

Within  the  state,  MSU  and  Eastern  were  at  the  bottom  in  terms  of 
funding  per  student . 

3.  Formula  for  budgeting  -  The  interim  finance  committee  is  spending 
time  on  each  campus  to  get  feedback  on  the  proposed  new  formula 
for  funding. 

This  is  a  peer  funding  formula  which  treats  the  expense  budget 
adequately.   However,  according  to  this  formula,  MSU  would  lose 
25  faculty  members  and  30  graduate  teaching  assistants.   This  does 
not  make  sense  because  MSU  has  a  higher  faculty/student  ratio  than 
the  other  campuses.   Montana  Tech  would  lose  10.5  faculty  members 
according  to  the  formula. 

President  Tietz  feels  that  it  is  extremely  important  for  people 
to  support  the  Extension  Service  and  the  Experiment  Station. 

It  is  critical  that  Montana  have  the  capability  of  dealing  with 
research  problems,  i.e.  the  water  problem. 

Report  of  Montana  Rural  Youth  Conference: 

Carla  Ayers  -  The  first  Montana  Rural  Youth  Conference  was  held  in  Billings 
at  Eastern  Montana  College  June  9-14,  1980.   Sixty-four  youth  participated 
from  rural  areas  all  over  the  state. 

The  purpose  was  to  discuss  the  issues  that  faced  rural  Montana  such  as  land 
and  urban  development,  energy,  education,  consumer  awareness,  and  new 
technology  with  the  intent  of  improving  the  quality  of  life  of  rural  Montana 
so  that  it  would  be  a  better  place  in  which  to  live. 

Planning  for  the  Annual  RAD  Meeting: 

The  annual  meeting  will  be  held  at  the  Holiday  Inn  in  Bozeman  on  December  9 
and  10.   The  format  will  be  the  same  as  last  year  with  the  subcommittee 
meetings  on  the  first  day  and  reports  from  the  subcommittees  and  speakers 
on  the  second  day.   Topics  for  consideration: 
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1.  Sage  Brush  Rebellion  -  Suggested  speaker,  Mike  Callahan,  ex-governor 
of  Nevada  who  is  opposed  to  it  and  also  Mike  Renfold,  the  new 
director  of  the  BLM.

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Executive  Committee  Meeting 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  on  December  8  at  7:30  p.m.  by 
Chairman  Torlief  Aasheim.   Those  present  were:   Torlief  Aasheim,  Mack 
Quinn,  Keith  Williams,  Dale  Marxer,  Gay  Holliday,  Jack  Iman,  Carl 
Hoffman,  Ken  Baldwin,  Chris  Johansen ,  Jane  Barry,  Andrea  Pagenkopf, 
Ole  Ueland,  Ray  Beck,  Tom  Dundas ,  Frank  Thompson,  and  Charles  Rust. 

Chairman  Aasheim  introduced  Tom  Dundas  from  the  Research  and 
Information  Systems  Division  of  the  Department  of  Community  Affairs. 
This  state  agency  provides  statistics  to  federal,  state  and  local 
agencies.   He  was  asked  to  speak  to  the  value  of  re-activating  the 
Remote  Sensing  Subcommittee  of  RAD  which  has  been  non-functioning  for 
some  time.   Dundas  explained  the  use  of  information  from  Landsat,  the 
land  satellite  that  does  a  geographic  analysis  of  the  earth  each  18 
days.   He  indicated  the  kinds  of  information  that  were  available  and 
presented  maps  of  Cascade  County  that  have  been  constructed  from  the 
data.   He  suggested  that  there  was  much  duplication  in  the  mapping 
and  data  collection  areas  in  both  state  and  federal  governments. 
Dundas  suggested  that  a  non-governmental  group  would  probably  be 
more  effective  in  trying  to  coordinate  the  mapping  and  data  collection 
than  would  a  suggestion  from  within  a  govermental  agency.   Chairman 
Aasheim  asked  the  feelings  of  the  Executive  Committee  on  re-activating 
the  subcommittee.   Jack  Iman  moved  continuance  of  the  committee.   Mack 
Quinn  seconded  the  motion.   It  was  passed.   Dundas  will  provide  names 
to  Chairman  Aasheim  of  potential  contributing  members  to  the  committee. 
Ken  Baldwin  asked  if  a  resolution  to  the  legislature  would  be  valuable 
to  which  Dundas  replied  "yes". 

The  financial  report  was  presented  and  there  being  no  questions, 
it  was  deferred  to  the  business  meeting. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Lavonne  Sumption  regreting  that  he  would 
be  unable  to  be  at  the  meeting  and  indicating  that  he  wished  to  drop 
his  membership  because  of  a  move  to  Nebraska.   Chris  Johansen  reported

was  hope  for  a  seven  million  dollar  loan  from  the  Federal  Housing  Authority. 
A  letter  from  Dick  Setterstrom  was  read  which  indicated  that  he  would  not 
be  at  the  meeting  because  he  and  his  wife  were  serving  as  missionaries  in 
the  LDS  Church  for  18  months.   It  was  stated  that  Harvey  Bryan  was  out  of 
the  state  and  would  not  be  present. 

The  Annual  Report  was  discussed.   Chairman  Aasheim  indicated  that  he 
had  sent  the  report,  in  addition  to  the  regular  mailing,  to  40  Chambers 
of  Commerce  and  Legislators. 

Chairman  Aasheim  reviewed  the  program  reminding  those  who  are  to  M.C. 
a  portion  of  the  program  of  their  assignment  and  also  making  head  table 
assignments.   He  indicated  that  all  subcommittees  will  meet  except  for  the 
Range,  Remote  Sensing  and  the  Farm  Safety  subcommittees.   Range  and  Farm 
Safety  subcommittees  will  both  report,  however.   President  Tietz  will  not 
be  able  to  make  the  report  as  scheduled  on  Wednesday  and  that  time  will 
be  given  to  the  Soils  Subcommittee  for  its  report.   The  Chairman  suggested 
that  the  Executive  Committee  consider  for  action  Wednesday  whether  or  not 
there  should  be  a  separate  treasurer  for  the  organization  and  also  whether 
the  dues  should  remain  the  same  or  be  raised.   It  has  been  suggested  that 
the  travel  cost  of  some  members  who  are  not  reimbursed  might  be  provided.

Minutes  were  reviewed  by  Acting  Secretary  Andrea  Pagenkopf.   The 
financial  report  was  presented.   Jack  Iman  moved  acceptance  of  the  financial 
report.   It  was  seconded  and  passed. 

Chairman  Aasheim  gave  the  membership  report  indicating  that  in  19  80 
there  were  70  members  as  compared  to  1979  when  there  were  74-  paid  members. 
He  also  reported  that  in  1980  the  registration  for  the  annual  meeting  was 
the  highest  that  it  had  been.   The  mailing  list  for  RAD  information  in  1980 
had  increased  to  396.   There  were  copies  of  the  Annual  Report  sent  to  Chambers 
of  Commerce  around  the  state  and  also  to  SCS  offices. 

Chairman  Aasheim  asked  for  contributions  for  the  good  of  RAD.   The 
format  for  the  annual  meeting  was  discussed.   It  was  agreed  that  the  format 
used  this  year  was  a  satisfactory  one.   It  was  suggested  that  people  be 
urged  to  stay  and  hear  the  subcommittee  reports  so  that  they  would  know  what 
is  going  on  in  other  subcommittees. 

Membership  was  discussed.   It  was  brought  up  that  perhaps  if  people 
were  asked  to  serve  on  subcommittees,  they  would  be  pleased  to  and  would 
also  join  RAD.   Chairman  Aasheim  indicated  that  most  members  are  members  of 
subcommittees,  but  that  anyone  who  is  not  on  a  subcommittee  is  welcome  to 
join  one.   It  was  brought  up  that  Chairmen  of  subcommittees  are  free  to 
suggest  new  members  and  remove  others  at  any  time.   Chairman  Aasheim 
suggested  that  Executive  Committee  members  should  make  every  effort  to 
attend  subcommittee  meetings.   The  question  of  additional  subcommittees 
was  brought  up.   The  possibility  of  additional  committees  or  whether  those 
that  we  have  should  have  more  responsibilities  was  discussed. 

The  Nominating  Committee  Chairman,  Charles  Rust,  reported  that  the 
terms  of  Keith  Williams,  Jack  Iman,  Harvey  Bryan,  Dick  Setterstrom,  and 
Torlief  Aasheim  had  expired.   The  elections  need  to  be  held  to  fill  the 
five  positions.   It  was  announced  that  Dick  Setterstrom  is  unable  to  run 
because  of  other  responsibilites.   Those  nominated  for  the  positions  are 
Harvey  Bryan,  Willie  Milliron,  Forest  Farris ,  Art  Dettweiler,  Keith  Williams, 
Torlief  Aasheim,  and  Jack  Iman.   Art  Dettweiler  withdrew.   Nominations  were 
called  for  from  the  floor.   None  was  forthcoming.   The  ballots  were  counted 
indicating  that  Harvey  Bryan,  Forest  Farris,  Torlief  Assheim,  Keith  Williams, 
and  Willie  Milliron  were  elected  to  fill  the  five  positions. 

Jim  Stephens  asked  if  there  would  be  an  Energy  Subcommittee  appointed 
as  a  subcommittee  of  RAD.   He  indicated  that  this  is  the  most  pressing  issue 
today  and  probably  would  be  in  the  future.   Chairman  Aasheim  asked  what  RAD 
could  do  with  a  subcommittee  on  energy.   Seme  possibilities  were  suggested 
and  Chairman  Aasheim  asked  for  a  statement  to  be  considered  by  the  Executive 
Committee  at  the  next  meeting. 
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Keith  Williams  asked  about  the  best  procedure  for  mailing  the  minutes 
and/or  the  Annual  Report.   Chairman  Aasheim  indicated  that  postage  has  become 
costly  and  that  we  must  try  to  avoid  duplication.   It  was  the  consensus 
that  the  minutes  were  valuable  if  they  were  sent  out  shortly  after  the 
meeting.   Chairman  Aasheim  asked  if  the  members  wanted  to  eliminate  the 
minutes  from  the  Annual  Report.   It  was  suggested  that  the  minutes  be  summarized 
in  the  Annual  Report  but  not  printed  in  their  entirety. 

Chairman  Aasheim  asked  if  the  group  felt  that  RAD  needed  a  Water 
Subcommittee.   Keith  Williams  indicated  that  there  is  an  active  organization 
dealing  with  water  problems  in  Montana,  which  is  the  Montana  Water  Users 
Committee.   He  urged  members  who  are  interested  to  get  involved  in  the  organiza- 
tion that  is  currently  functioning.   It  was  suggested  that  RAD  could  receive 
a  periodic  update  of  what  the  committee  is  doing.   The  status  of  the  Range 
Subcommittee  was  discussed.   It  appears  that  there  was  a  lack  of  communication 
as  to  whether  or  not  the  subcommittee  would  be  meeting.   Willie  Milliron 
indicated  that  the  Range  Subcommittee  met  with  the  Soil  and  Water  Conservation 
District  supervisors  at  their  meeting,  therefore,  did  not  feel  they  should 
meet  again  at  the  RAD  meeting. 

Chairman  Aasheim  announced  that  the  Executive  Committee  would  meet 
immediately  after  the  session.   He  also  indicated  that  he  would  not  be  serving 
as  Chairman  after  this  year.   He  indicated  that  it  had  been  a  rewarding 
and  interesting  experience  and  thanked  the  group  for  their  contributions. 
He  reviewed  some  of  the  accomplishments  of  RAD  over  the  last  few  years. 

Subcommittees  reported  as  follows: 

Wildlife  Subcommittee  -  Harry  McNeal,  Chairman 

There  are  no  resolutions  or  recommendations  from  the  Wildlife  Subcommittee. 
Much  of  this  year  has  been  spent  in  learning  about  riparian  areas  in  the 
state.   The  policy  of  introducing  wolves  into  Montana  was  clarified. 

Forestry  -  Gary  Brown,  Chairman 

Gary  Brown  reported  from  the  Montana  Woodland  Council.   He  indicated 
the  interest  in  this  Subcommittee  has  increased.   He  reported  on  the  activity 
of  the  Subcommittee.   A  question  was  asked  on  the  use  of  slash  lumber  in 
the  logging  areas.   He  indicated  that  a  law  had  passed,  but  he  was  not  familiar 
with  the  language  at  this  time. 

Farm  Safety  -  Roy  Linn,  Chairman 

Roy  Linn  reported  on  the  activity  of  Extension  in  farm  safety  during 
the  last  year.  He  introduced  some  of  the  newer  publications  that  have  to 
do  with  safety  which  have  been  produced  by  the  Extension  Service. 
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Community  Development  -  Rex  Campbell,  Chairman 

Rex  Campbell  indicated  that  there  had  been  three  task  forces  operating, 
one  in  Hamilton,  one  in  Bozeman,  and  one  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  state. 
They  did  not  try  to  meet  during  the  year.   Pat  Iman  reported  on  the  activities 
of  the  Community  Development  Subcommittee  in  the  western  part  of  the  state. 
She  presented  a  resolution  which  was  drawn  up  by  that  group.   The  resolution 
will  be  discussed  at  the  next  meeting.   Rex  Campbell  described  the  activities 
of  the  group  in  the  central  part  of  the  state.   He  indicated  that  work  was ^ 
done  with  the  Forest  Service  on  the  process  of  involving  the  public  in  decisions. 
The  eastern  part  of  the  state  has  been  working  on  several  projects,  but  they 
have  not  yet  accomplished  anything  which  they  were  ready  to  report.   A 
resolution  was  submitted  to  the  group  from  the  Community  Development 
Subcommittee.   It  was  moved  that  the  RAD  Executive  Committee  take  the 
resolution  under  consideration,  and  that  was  seconded  and  passed. 

Recreation  -  Gene  Hawkes ,  Chairman 

The  Subcommittee  dealt  with  recreation  as  it  is  associated  with  travel 
and  the  use  of  energy.   The  Subcommittee  suggested  that  a  public  access 
map  be  developed  on  a  sample  basis  to  be  presented  next  June  for  review 
and  for  a  decision  concerning  expansion.   Also,  it  was  suggested  that  the 
Highway  Department  be  given  praise  for  the  information  that  they  have 
available  for  highway  users.   It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  two 
recommendations  be  adopted.   The  motion  passed. 

Other  Reports  and  Announcements 

Dan  Herbert  of  the  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  introduced  a  new 
report  published  by  his  group  on  ag  statistics,  1978,  1979. 

Keith  Williams  introduced  a  map  of  water  projects  in  Montana.   This  map 
is  made  available  from  the  Montana  Water  Development  Association.   It  was  put 
together  in  cooperation  with  the  Civil  Engineering  Department  at  MSU.   It  is 
hoped  that  this  can  be  distributed  through  the  schools.   A  copy  of  the  map  can 
be  obtained  from  the  Montana  Water  Development  Association  at  a  cost  of  $2.50. 
It  is  also  available  at  the  Montana  State  University  Bookstore. 

Judge  Lessley  gave  an  update  on  the  water  right  filings  under  Senate  Bill  76, 
He  indicated  that  water  masters  were  working  and  that  claims  were  being  filed. 
He  indicated  that  the  job  can  be  done  in  less  than  10  years.   The  legislature 
will  be  asked  to  amend  the  bill  to  allow  retired  judiciary  to  work  on  the  project. 
He  also  answered  questions  from  the  group. 

Soils  -  Paul  Kresge,  Chairman 

The  Subcommittee  dealt  with  three  major  items:  1)  land  use,  especially 
conversion  from  agricultural  to  other  uses,  2)  the  fertilizer  check-off  tax 
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and  the  desire  to  change  the  method  of  collection,  and  3)  cropping  systems 
interdisciplinary  efforts.   It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  report  be 
accepted.   Motion  passed. 

Range  Management  -  Harold  Simmes,  Chairman 

A  report  was  made  on  the  rangeland  improvement  loans  that  are  available 
in  the  state.   Twenty-two  loans  are  now  out  and  many  requests  have  been 
received. 

Livestock  -  Roger  Brownson,  Chairman 

Roger  summarized  the  proposed  legislation  that  will  be  presented  to  the 
1981  Legislature.   He  indicated  that  the  subcommittee  supported  the  intent 
of  all  three  bills;  however,  they  were  not  unanimous  on  supporting  all  three 
bills.   He  also  discussed  the  inequities  in  livestock  taxation.   It  was 
moved  and  seconded  that  the  report  be  accepted.   Motion  passed. 

Weeds  -  Pete  Fay,  Chairman 

It  was  reported  that  a  proposal  has  been  made  to  gain  finances  to 
support  a  program  that  will  deal  with  the  weed  problems  that  we  have  in  Montana. 
The  Weed  Subcommittee  unanimously  support  the  intent  of  the  proposal.   It 
was  suggested  that  the  Executive  Committee  of  RAD  also  support  the  proposal. 
This  will  be  discussed  at  the  Executive  Board  meeting.   It  was  also  suggested 
that  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  continue  to  survey  the  weed  problem. 
Motion  was  made  to  ma'ke  this  a  resolution  and  was  seconded  and  passed.   The 
third  suggestion  was  to  invite  William  Riley  of  Stanford  to  serve  as  chairman 
of  the  Weed  Subcommittee.   A  motion  was  made  and  passed  that  this  be  done. 

Executive  Committee  Meeting 

The  Executive  Committee  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Chairman  Aasheim 
on  December  10,  1980  at  4:00  p.m.   It  was  decided  that  the  next  meeting 
will  be  held*in  Helena  on  January  27  at  10:00  a.m.   Ole  Ueland  agreed  to 
arrange  for  a  room. 

It  was  stated  that  Willie  Milliron  wanted  support  from  RAD  for  assistance 
in  rebuilding  fences  that  had  been  destroyed  by  fire.   It  was  assumed  that 
what  was  desired  was  a  disaster  loan.   Keith  Williams  suggested  that  the 
Chairman  proceed  to  follow-up  on  the  fire  that  involved  Milliron  and  others 
for  action  later  by  the  RAD  committee.   This  was  seconded  and  passed. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  agenda  of  the  next  meeting  should  include 
the  review  of  Project  '80,  proposed  legislation  and  update,  land  use, 
how  RAD  should  address  land  use,  and  the  possibility  of  forming  a  new 
subcommittee  on  energy. 
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The  format  of  the  Annual  Meeting  was  discussed  and  it  was  generally 
agreed  that  it  was  a  good  format.   Dale  Marxer  suggested  that  the  subcommittees 
be  updated  with  new  members  and  perhaps  changes  in  chairmen.   This  will  be 
suggested  to  the  chairmen  of  the  subcommittees.   Suggestions  for  new  subcommittee 
members  should  be  made  in  writing  to  chairmen  with  copies  of  the  letters  to  the 
RAD  Chairmen.   Jane  Barry  asked  if  she  could  be  assigned  to  the  Forestry  and 
Wildlife  Subcommittees.   It  was  agreed  by  the  group  that  this  would  be 
appropriate . 

Chairman  Aasheim  asked  if  the  group  still  wanted  to  maintain  contact 
with  the  State  Secretary  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.   It  was  agreed  that 
this  would  be  a  good  idea.   The  Secretary  will  be  asked  to  be  Torlief  Aasheim's 
alternate.   Jack  Iman  will  be  Forest  Farris '  alternate.   It  was  discussed 
that  Bob  LeProwse  should  name  an  alternate  for  himself. 

The  nominations  were  opened  for  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  RAD.   Bob  LeProwse  was  nominated.   It  was  moved  that  nominations  cease 
and  a  unanimous  ballot  be  cast.   This  was  passed.   Williams  indicated  that 
the  By-Laws  suggested  that  an  Executive  Secretary  for  RAD  be  elected.   He 
suggested  that  Charles  Rust  be  considered  for  this  position.   Carl  Hoffman 
indicated  that  since  the  work  of  the  committee  was  heavily  committed  toward 
agriculture,  this  would  be  appropriate.   Keith  Williams  moved  acceptance 
of  Charles  Rust  as  Executive  Secretary.   It  was  seconded  and  passed.   Nominations 
were  opened  for  Vice  Chairman  of  the  RAD  Executive  Committee.   Mack  Quinn 
nominated  Keith  Williams.   Quinn  suggested  that  nominations  cease  and  a 
unanimous  ballot  be  cast.   This  was  seconded  and  passed.   Keith  Williams 
moved  the  Executive  Subcommittee  of  RAD  indicate  appreciation  to  Torlief 
Aasheim  for  20  years  of  service.   This  was  seconded  and  passed.   The  meeting 
adjourned.

He 
contended  that  state  control  of  these  lands  would  result  in  more  local 
input  into  decision-making  and  result  in  decisions  better  adopted  to  the 
administration  of  these  areas.

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ANNUAL  REPORT— RAD  WILDLIFE  SUBCOMMITTEE 
December  10,  1980 

In  1980,  the  Wildlife  Subcommittee  met  March  10-11,  July  2^,  and 
Dec.  9.   Most  of  our  effort  in  1980  was  spent  in  educating  ourselves 
about  the  problems  related  to  Riparian  environments  and  in  trying  to 
understand  what,  if  anything,  the  various  State  and  Federal  agencies  are 
doing  to  properly  manage  such  areas.   Riparian  seems  to  mean  different 
things  to  different  agencies,  but,  for  our  purposes,  it  generally 
relates  to  the  surface  water  influence  zones  along  streams  and  around 
other  bodies  of  water. 

Last  year  I  indicated  to  the  RAD  Annual  Meeting  that  our  committee 
planned  to  spend  considerable  time  on  the  riparian  topic.   This  seems 
appropriate  because  of  recent  interest  by  management  agencies  as  well  as 
the  general  public. 

Only  about  1%,  or  less,  of  the  surface  area  of  most  rangelands  can 
be  classified  as  riparian,  yet  these  areas  are  far  more  important  than 
the  percentage  values  suggest.   Riparian  areas  are  key  areas  for  both 
water  and  forage  for  all  kinds  of  animals.   Many  forms  of  wildlife  spend 
almost  their  entire  life  in  riparian  areas,  and  even  big  game  species 
are  dependent  on  such  areas  for  water  and  some  forage.   And  livestock 
people  know  that  cattle  will  completely  graze  off  such  areas  if  they  are 
not  encouraged  to  move. 

Man,  also,  has  always  been  attracted  to  riparian  areas,  often  using 
them  as  sites  for  farmsteads,  roads,  and  even  cities.   In  fact,  most  of 
man's  major  developments  are  made  in  close  proximity  to  riparian  areas. 
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Now  chat  management  agencies,  planning  boards  of  various  kinds,  and 
the  general  public  are  beginning  to  recognize  that  Riparian  areas  may 
need  special  care  and  treatment,  it  seems  the  time  has  come  for  some 
group,  perhaps  our  Wildlife  Subcommittee,  to  take  the  lead  in  helping 
develop  a  classification  system  and  possibly  a  common  methodology  that 
can  be  used  by  the  State  and  Federal  agencies  that  work  in  Montana. 
With  such  a  plan  in  mind,  we  invited  representatives  from  both  State  and 
Federal  land  management  agencies  to  a  2-day  workshop  on  March  10  and  11. 
In  addition  to  committee  member  representation,  we  also  had  additional 
attendance  from  10  agencies  and  State  organizations.   Each  group  repre- 
sented was  interested  in  obtaining  information  for  their  use,  but  we 
found  that  usable  data  is  practically  non  existent.   None  of  the  agencies 
are  really  prepared  to  implement  a  responsible  management  plan  for  the 
riparian  areas  under  their  jurisdiction. 

We  decided  that  the  first  step  should  be  to  build  a  library  of 
information,  and  we  appointed  a  5-man  working  committee  to  assemble  data 
from  throughout  the  country.   Ron  Batchelor  of  the  Soil  Conservation 
Service  is  chairman  of  this  group,  and  he  hopes  to  have  a  report  and 
proposal  for  our  subcommittee  in  t'  e   near  future.   Depending  on  his 
success  in  developing  a  useful  classification  system,  we  may  arrange 
another  workshop  to  see  if  agency  people  and  concerned  groups  can  agree 
on  a  uniform  system  for  use  within  the  State. 

In  July,  we  participated  in  a  field  tour  of  parts  of  the  Gallatin 
Valley  drainage,  showing  activities  planned  and  ongoing  in  riparian 
areas.   It  was  easy  to  see  that  man's  activities  in  altering  the  integrity 
of  stream  channels  has  sometimes  caused  serious  problems  with  stream 
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bank  cover,  stream  bank  erosion,  and  erosion  across  farmed  areas,  both 
upstream  and  downstream,  from  disturbed  sites.   SB210,  the  Natural 
Streambed  and  Land  Preservation  Law  passed  by  our  Legislature  in  1975, 
will  help  control  future  disturbances  along  our  streams,  but  there  is 
still  need  to  help  reclaim  some  of  the  areas  where  problems  are  ongoing. 
The  Muddy  Creek  drainage  near  Great  Falls  is  probably  one  of  Montana's 
best  examples. 

Both  State  and  Federal  agencies  are  being  mandated  to  give  special 
attention  and  management  to  Riparian  areas.   These  mandates  are  coming 
even  though  research  data  and  proven  guidelines  for  management  are  not 
available.   Our  committee  hopes  to  assemble  data,  either  from  studies 
already  completed  or  those  started  with  our  encouragement,  that  will 
provide  the  basis  for  a  uniform  classification  system  and  lead  us  to 
responsible  management  plans. 

Our  meeting  on  December  9  was  informational  in  nature.   We  were 
updated  on  such  items  as  Montana's  fisheries  program,  the  wolf  recovery 
program  for  the  Northern  Rockies,  the  effect  of  roading  and  logging 
undevelped  areas  on  elk  populations,  and  the  financial  condition  of 
Montana's  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks  Department. 

Trophy  fish  and  gold  dredging  of  streams  are  items  we  can  probably 
expect  in  the  future,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  immediate  plans  to  release 
wolf  populations  in  Montana. 

From  our  discussions  about  the  Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife  and 
Parks'  financial  condition  we  learned  that  about  46%  of  the  Department's 
annual  income  comes  from  hunting  and  fishing  licenses,  40%  from  federal 
funds  on  a  matching  basis,  3%  from  the  state  general  fund,  and  the 
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remaining  11%  from  a  variety  of  special  user  group  sources  such  as 
snowmobile  decal  fees  and  fuel  taxes.   Since  license  sale  income  has 
generally  hit  a  ceiling  there  is  little  flexibility  left  in  the  depart- 
ments budgeting  process.   Adjustments  in  license  fees  will  be  proposed 
to  the  1981  legislature. 

The  roading  and  logging  program  for  our  forested  areas  may  or  may 
not  effect  wildlife  populations,  depending  on  how  extensively  it  is 
carried  out.   But  it  does  remind  us  that  how  we  care  for  our  wildlife 
species,  and  the  areas  where  they  live,  will  determine  whether  they 
survive. 

Some  of  you  may  have  read  in  the  December  8  issue  of  U.S.  News 
about  what  is  happening  to  wildlife  in  Africa.   Not  only  are  they  being 
slaughtered  by  the  thousands  for  ivory,  horns  and  hides,  but  much  of 
their  habitat  is  also  being  gobbled  up  by  increasing  human  populations. 

With  the  increasing  demands  in  this  country  for  energy  and  metals 
and  timber  and  even  water,  and  with  more  and  more  control  over  our 
public  lands  being  sought  by  special  interest  groups,  I'm  not  sure  that 
our  wildlife,  especially  the  big  game  species,  can  be  assured  of  a 
future  home  here  either.   Saving  the  habitat  areas  that  are  now  available 
to  these  species  will  require  some  effort  on  the  part  of  all  of  us.   I'm 
hopeful  that  we  will  succeed.

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Report  of  the 
Montana  Woodland  Council 
to 
Montana  RAD  Committee 
for  1980 


The  activities  and  interests  of  the  Woodland  Council  are: 

1.  Woodland  Council  Charter  was  updated  at  the  January  meeting. 
Minor  revisions  were  made  and  copy  is  enclosed. 

,t 

2.  The  Woodland  Council  offered  to  act  as  the  advisory  committee 

for  Montana  Extension  Director  as  provided  in  the  Renewable  Resources 
Extension  Act  of  1978.   This  proposal  was  turned  down  and  the  Conservation 
Districts  Resource  Conservation  Advisory  Council  was  selected  to  act  as 
the  advisory  committee.   The  President  of  the  Woodland  Council  will  be 
part  of  the  mentioned  advisory  committee. 

3.  The  Woodland  Council  developed  a  set  of  objectives  or  areas  of 
Interest  for  itself.   In  priority  they  are: 

a.  Get  Foresters  as  a  part  of  the  extension  program. 

b.  Problems  of  forestry  on  small  private  land  ownership  associated 
with  logging,  marketing,  timber  stand  improvement,  regeneration,  and 
contracts. 

c.  Waste  wood  utilization. 

d.  Access  to  forest  land  including  industry,  small  private, 
Federal,  state  and  other  public  owners.  $ 

e.  Prescribed  burning  on  private  forest  land. 

f.  Become  informed  of  the  pros  and  cons  of  any  proposed  forest 
practices  activity. 

g.  Keep  informed  on  the  status  of  forest  taxation. 

A.   Wildlife  Habitat  Improvement  Committee  -  The  committee,  after 
several  meetings,  has  developed  a  slide  series  to  show  how  the  wildlife 
cover  has  been  dessimated  in  Eastern  Montana,  and  how  a  few  simple  efforts 
can  result  in  returning  portions  of  agricultural-production  land  to  a 
multi-purpose  position  where  wildlife  can  also  be  supported.   We  are 
now  at  work  to  complete  a  script  to  accompany  the  slide  series.   The 
script  will  be  recorded  on  cassette  tape  and  be  made  available  to  groups 
to  use  in  their  meeting  programs. 

Wo  are  also  at  work  on  a  similar  slide/cassette  series  designed  for  use 

in  encouraging  residents  of  subdivisions,  which  were  previously  agricultural, 

on  how  they  can  plant  to  entise  the  wildlife  back  into  their  backyards. 
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5.  The  Woodland  Council  was  the  forum  for  discussing  conflicts 
between  the  State  Forest   Nursery  and  the  Montana  Association  of  Nursery- 
men.  This  conflict  was  resolved  when  the  State  Forest  Tree  Nursery  Sales 
Policy  was  announced.   Copies  of  this  Policy  are  available. 

6.  A  committee  to  examine  the  problems  of  the  small  private  forest 
landowner  was  formed  and  is  working  on  that  question  by  gathering  ideas 
and  information.   Randy  Mosley  is  chairman. 

7.  A  committee  to  work  for  reestablishment  of  extension  forester 
activities  in  Montana  was  established  with  Bob  LeProwse  as  chairman. 

8.  Members  of  the  Woodland  Council  helped  to  develop  a  pilot 
project  proposed  by  ASCS  to  utilize  A"  -  6"  material  from  thinnings. 
The  effort  would  be  to  get  the  4"  -  6"  material  to  a  road  where  it 
could  be  utilized. 

9.  One  part  of  our  spring  meeting  was  devoted  to  conversion  of 
wood  to  energy.   An  overview  of  current  waste  wood  inventories  and 
waste  wood  use  was  given  by  Lorin  Hearst.   Opportunities  for  better 
utilization  of  wood  exist  but  are  constrained  by  technology  and  economics, 
The  economics  are  probably  uncontrollable  but  technological  improvement 

in  chemical  distillation,  chipping,  pyrolysis,  etc.,  are  being  worked  on 
by  several  research  and  industrial  organizations.   These  will  become 
usable  systems  as  resource  economics  permit. 

10.  There  are  no  major  efforts  known  to  bring  to  the  legislature 
a  forest  practices  activity  or  a  forest  taxation  change  at  this  time. 

11.  The  Woodland  Council  reviewed  and  made  comments  on  a  National 
4-H  forestry  package  as  to  its  usefulness  in  Montana.   These  comments 
were  forwarded  to  Montana  Cooperative  Extension. 

12.  John  Bruns  made  a  presentation  to  RAD  on  Forest  Taxation  in 
Montana.

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MONTANA  WOODLAND  COUNCIL 

THE  MONTANA  WOODLAND  COUNCIL  IS  A  FORESTRY  COMMITTEE  WHOSE  PURPOSE  SHALL 
BE  TO  PROMOTE  FORESTRY  IN  MONTANA.   THE  COUNCIL  WILL  COORDINATE  FORESTRY 
ACTIVITIES  BETWEEN  AGENCIES,  LANDOWNERS,  AND  FOREST  INDUSTRIES  IN  ORDER 
TO  OBTAIN  THE  MAXIMUM  SUSTAINED  BENEFIT  TO  ALL  PEOPLE. 

CHARTER  OF  MONTANA  WOODLAND  COUNCIL 

1.  Promote  coordination  and  understanding  of  the  purpose,  objectives,  and 
effort  of  the  agencies  and  organizations  working  in  forestry. 

2.  Provide  an  opportunity  for  the  representatives  to  discuss  progress, 
problems,  and  needs  relating  to  forestry.   The  Council,  through 
individual  members,  will  encourage  responsible  agencies  to  take 
appropriate  action. 

3.  Serve  as  the  Forestry  Sub-Committee  to  the  State  Rural  Areas 
Development  Committee.   The  purposes  established  for  the  Forestry 
Sub-Committee  by  the  State  RAD  Executive  Committee  will  provide 
the  direction  for  this  assignment. 

A.   Help  stimulate,  prepare,  and  review  informational  aids  or  technical 
guides  needed  to  accomplish  forestry  goals  or  objectives. 

5.  Identify  and  recommend  forestry  goals  for  Montana  and  encourage 
agencies  and  organizations  to  work  toward  these  goals. 

6.  The  area  of  concern  for  the  Montana  Woodland  Council  will  be  the 
total  forest  resources.   Emphasis  will  be  given  to  the  small  private 
forest  ownership  in  order  to  get  a  greater  contribution  from  these 
lands. 

ORGANIZATION  OF  MONTANA  WOODLAND  COUNCIL 

1.  Meetings  will  be  scheduled  twice  a  year  at  a  time  agreeable  to  the 
membership.   Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Chairman  if  necessary. 

2.  A  Chairman,  Vice- Chairman,  and  Secretary  will  be  selected  by  the 
members  present  at  alternate  February  meetings.   The  officers  will 
serve  for  two  years. 

3.  The  Chairman  will  plan,  schedule,  and  conduct  the  meetings.   He  will 
also  make  assignments  to  members  or  appoint  working  committees  as 
needed  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  Council. 

4.  The  Vice-Chairman  will  act  as  Chairman  at  meetings  where  the  elected 
Chairman  is  not  present  and  to  carry  out  such  assigned  duties  as 

the  Chairman  might  deem  necessary  for  the  orderly  conduct  of  the 
Council  business. 

5.  The  Secretary  will  record  the  minutes  of  each  meeting,  send  out 
notices  of  meetings,  and  prepare  other  correspondence  as  directed 
by  the  Chairman.

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STATE  RAD  FARM  SAFETY  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  State  RAD  Farm  Safety  Subcommittee  met  one  time  during  the  year.   The 
meeting  was  held  in  Great  Falls  in  conjunction  with  the  state  meeting  at  the 
Fire  Service  Training  Center.   At  this  meeting  it  was  decided  that  emphasis  should 
be  continued  towards  fire  prevention  with  the  wood  stove  maintenance  and  installa- 
tion as  the  prime  objective.   The  regular  established  programs  in  farm  safety  were 
also  carried  on;  these  related  to  areas  such  as  occupational  training  for  youth, 
pesticide  safety,  what  to  do  in  farm  accidents  and  preparation  of  news  informa- 
tion for  news  media  and  radio. 

In  the  area  of  hazardous  occupational  training  for  youth,  there  was  a  slight 
increase  over  last  year.   We  held  training  sessions  for  161  young  people  ages 
14  and  15,  and  at  other  farm  safety  programs  we  had  personal  contact  with  1,027 
farmers  and  agri-businessmen. 

In  the  area  of  Wood  Stove  Safety  and  Maintenance  I  presented  training  sessions 
to  the  employees  at  all  of  the  Flathead  National  Forest  Ranger  Districts  and  some 
in  the  Kootenai  Forest  Districts.   I  personally  worked  with  765  individuals  and 
disseminated  9,900  pieces  of  literature  on  chimney  cleaning,  creosote,  auxilliary 
heating  systems  and  wood  stove  safety. 

Special  interest  programs  varying  from  1%  to  4  hours  in  length  were  held 
with  685  persons  in  attendance  which  included  extension  homemakers ,  senior  citi- 
zens and  urban  community  residents.   These  programs  consisted  of  installation  of 
smoke  and  heat  detectors,  senior  citizen  safety  (with  an  emphasis  on  fall  preven- 
tion and  special  lighting),  kitchen  safety,  poison  safety  in  the  home,  chainsaw 
safety,  lawnmower  safety  and  cardiopulminary  resuscitation. 

Winter  Survival  continues  to  be  a  very  popular  program  in  the  extension 
homemakers  clubs  throughout  the  state  and  many  of  the  members  have  developed 
their  own  winter  survival  kits.   This  past  year  we  had  an  audience  of  2,952 
persons.   I  also  presented  this  program  to  the  employees  of  five  of  the  six 
ranger  districts  in  the  Flathead  National  Forest. 

In  the  area  of  Self  and  Home  protection  for  Women:  this  program  was  pre- 
sented to  extension  homemakers   clubs  as  well  as  high  school  home-economics  and 
P.E.  classes.   Ten  programs  were  conducted  for  194  people. 

The  Driver  Safety  and  Woman  and  Her  Car  program  was  held\ in  eight  counties 
with  workshops  five  hours  in  length.  We  had  138  ladies  take  part  in  these  work- 
shops. 

As  of  July  of  1980  part  of  my  effort  and  time  has  been  directed  to  energy 
as  it  relates  to  agriculture. 

T  have  been  the  resource  person  to  the  county  agents  on  energy  as  it  relates 
to  agriculture.   I  have  established  a  working  relationship  with  some  state  agencies 
with  some  primary  efforts  on  alcohol  fuel  production  and  the  blending  of  vegetable 
oil  with  diesel  fuel.   I  am  also  the  Cooperative  Extension  Service  representative 
on  the  MSU  Biofuel  Task  Force. 
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I  was  the  chairman  of  the  Biofuels  adn  Other  Renewable  Energy  Forum  held 
at  the  Strand  Union  Building  on  the  Montana  State  University  campus.   We  had 
some  20  excellent  speakers  from  our  university  research  staff  and  many  knowledgeable 
researchers  from  other  states  and  USDA  staff  members.   We  had  a  registration 
of  approximately  190  participants  as  well  as  many  MSU  classes  which  came  and 
went  throughout  the  day.

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MINUTES  OF  COMMUNITY  DEVELOPMENT  SUBCOMMITTEE 


The  Community  Development  Subcommittee  met  December  9  at  the  Holliday  Inn. 
Present  were:  Frank  Daniels,  Jim  Butler  of  the  Forest  Service,  Chris  Johansen, 
Rex  Campbell,  Pat  Iman,  Van  Haderl ie,  and  Carl  Hoffman. 

Pat  Iman  reported  that  she  and  Jim  DeBree  have  launched  an  attempt  to 
encourage  people  to  form  a  county  council  as  they  see  desirable.   It  is 
hoped  that  these  county  councils  would  be  presented  in  an  area  council  and 
the  area  council  would  be  represented  in  the  state  council.   The  purposes 
of  this  state  effort  would  be  two  fold.   First,  to  advise  the  Extension  Service 
of  the  concerns  of  the  people  and  to  encourage  support  for  the  Extension 
Service  in  its  budget  and  educational  efforts.   Following  this  discussion, 
the  entire  committee  examined  the  Project  '80  report  and  decided  to  ask  the 
Executive  Committee  of  RAD  for  permission  to  assist  the  leadership  identified 
in  the  Project  '80  report  in  informing  the  various  groups  and  agencies 
mentioned  of  the  concerns  and  recommendations  made  by  the  people  who  took 
part  in  the  Project  '80  report  with  particular  attention  to  those  places 
where  the  agencies  and  organizations  is  mentioned  by  having  a  responsibility. 
Carl  Hoffman  agreed  to  assist  the  subcommittee  in  furnishing  a  list  of  the 
agencies  and  concerns.  Jim  Butler  of  the  Forest  Service  reported  on  the 
study  being  conducted  in  relation  to  the  land  use  planning  of  the  Gallatin 
Forest.   So  far  the  mentioned  issues  of  concern  have  been  identified  and 
a  series  of  meetings  for  evaluating  those  concerns  and  looking  at  solutions 
have  been  set  up.  The  committee  decided  to  continue  to  assist  and  help  with 
this  process  hoping  that  methods  will  be  identified  that  could  be  used  in 
other  places  of  land  use  planning. 

Since  neither  E I  don  Rice  or  Harvey  Bryan  were  able  to  attend  the  meeting, 
we  did  not  report  on  the  efforts  to  follow  through  on  continuing  the  efforts 
of  EDAEM. 
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Be  it  resolved  that  the  State  R.A.D.  Executive  Committee 
approve  the  following  procedure  for  the  R.A.D.  Community 
Development  Sub-Committee: 

1)  To  receive  from  the  Cooperative  Extension  Service 
a  list  of  the  concerns  identified  in  the  Project 
'80  report  where  a  specific  agency  or  organization 
is  identified  as  having  responsibilities. 

2)  To  assist  the  leadership  identified  in  the  Project 
'80  report  in  bringing  the  above  mentioned  concerns 
to  the  attention  of  the  organizations  and  agencies 
identified  in  the  Project  *  80  report. 
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RAD  RECREATION  SUBCOMMITTEE  REPORT 
December  10,  1980 


The  purpose  of  the  Recreation  Subcommittee  is  to  focus  attention  on  matters 
pertaining  to  recreation  potential  and  development  in  Montana  for  the  pur- 
pose of: 

1.  Serving  in  a  coordinating  role  by  bringing  together  agencies, 
groups,  and  organizations  which  have  an  interest  in  the  recreational  devel- 
opments in  Montana,  which  would  serve  local  citizens  and  tourists  for  the 
purpose  of: 

a.  identifying  and  documenting  recreation-related  problems  and 
opportunities , 

b.  obtaining  a  consensus  as  to  a  priority  of  need  and  documenting 
their  findings, 

c.  developing  a  plan  for  implementation  of  a  program  deemed 
appropriate  through  research,  education,  legislation  or  other  action. 

2.  Make  recommendations  to  the  State  RAD  Committee  based  on  these 
findings. 

To  further  the  above  purposes,  the  agenda  for  the  December  9  meeting  of  the 
Recreation  Subcommittee  was  to  continue  work  on  the  following  old  items  of 
business : 


1.  Should  the  "Montana  Farm  and  Ranch  Vacation  Guide"  brochure  be 
updated  and  a  new  supply  printed? 

2.  Consider  ways  and  means  to  develop  and  implement  low  energy  inten- 
sive recreation. 

3.  Consider  ways  and  means  to  encourage  the  further  development  and 
implementation  of  a  destination-oriented  recreation  program. 

4.  Consider  possible  sponsorship  of  Statewide  recreation  conference, 
symposium,  or  workshop. 

Discussion  of  these  items  follows  in  the  same  order  as  above: 

1.   The  brochure  "Montana  Farm  and  Ranch  Vacation  Guide"  was  originally 
developed  and  published  by  the  Recreation  Subcommittee  with  the  idea  that 
the  beneficiaries  of  the  brochure  would  eventually  continue  the  effort  if  it 
proved  to  be  worthwhile.   The  latest  edition  and  printing  of  the  brochure 
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was  done  by  the  Montana  State  Extension  Service  after  a  thorough  review  and 
evaluation  of  the  program  via  questionnaire  to  the  participants.   Generally, 
most  of  the  participants  who  replied  were  favorable  toward  the  brochure  but 
were  uncertain  as  to  its  direct  value  to  them.   Consequently,  the  Recreation 
Subcommittee  went  on  record  that  the  brochure  should  be  discontinued.   The 
supply  of  brochures  ran  out  in  1979,  but  the  Extension  Service  is  still  get- 
ting requests  for  such  information. 

The  Subcommittee  members  at  the  December  9  meeting  reaffirmed  that  neither 
the  Subcommittee  nor  the  Extension  Service  should  undertake  the  revision  and 
printing  of  the  brochure  again.   Rather,  the  Montana  Convention  and  Tour 
Office  has  expressed  an  interest  in  Farm-Ranch  recreation  activities  and 
could  possibly  use  the  information  developed  to  date.   Consequently,  a  task 
force  of  Charlie  Rust,  Paul  Pacini,  Nina  Smith,  and  Gene  Hawkes  (chairman) 
was  designated  to  contact  the  State  Convention  and  Tour  Office,  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  and  the  AAA  and  encourage  the  use  of  the  Farm-Ranch  recreation 
potential  in  a  broader  Statewide  effort,  and  report  back  to  the  Subcommittee 
at  the  next  meeting. 

2.  and  3.   Discussions  of  items  (2)  low  energy-intensive  recreation  and 
(3)  destination-oriented  recreation  pointed  at  somewhat  the  same  target, 
i.e.   "maintaining  a  recreation  program  with  less  use  of  energy." 
Consequently,  the  items  were  combined.   Further  discussion  brought  out  that 
the  effort  should  be  coordinated  as  much  as  possible. 

The  Parks  Division  of  the  Montana  Fish,  Game,  and  Parks  Department  is  in  the 
process  of  updating  the  Statewide  Outdoor  Recreation  Plan  (SCORP).  Paul 
Pacini  reviewed  the  work  proposed  for  the  plan  and  how  the  State  is  pro- 
ceeding to  get  interagency  and  private  party  participation  and  coordination 
into  the  plan.   The  consensus  of  the  Subcommittee  was  that  both  low  energy- 
intensity  and  destination  recreation  be  included  as  integral  parts  of  SCORP. 
And,  all  municipal  State,  Federal,  and  private  recreation  interests  should 
be  considered. 

The  BLM  and  Forest  Service  are  actively  participating  in  the  effort  (see 
attachment  by  Bill  Worf)  and  private  recreation  facilities  and  interests 
will  be  fully  considered.   Forest  Service  planner  Steve  Salem  is  being 
detailed  for  a  short  time  to  the  State  Parks  Division  to  work  on  the  coor- 
dination effort. 


4.   Because  of  increasing  energy  considerations,  costs,  and  constraints, 
the  Subcommittee  found  a  recreation  symposium  or  conference  infeasible. 
Much  of  the  future  work  efforts  of  the  Subcommittee  will  have  to  be  done  via 
telephone  or  mail,  and  travel  is  probably  going  to  be  further  restricted. 
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Jim  Riebholf  suggested  a  new  item  for  consideration.   There  is  a  need  for 
some  method  to  adequately  show  the  public  land  user  where  legal  access  is  in 
existence.   Jim  pointed  out  the  present  maps  produced  by  the  Forest  Service 
and  Bureau  of  Land  Management  show  all  existing  roads  and  trails,  and  there 
is  no  indication  whether  such  access  is  public  or  not.   The  public  land  user 
needs  help  so  as  to  avoid  trespass,  and  the  private  land  owner  needs  help  to 
keep  people  from  trespassing.   After  considerable  discussion  by  Subcommittee 
members,  a  task  force  of  Jim  Riebholf  (chairman),  Ross  Macpherson,  Chuck 
Godfrey,  and  Paul  Pacini  was  appointed  to  prepare  a  small  sample  plan  of  a 
land  area  including  all  types  of  ownership  to  illustrate  the  above  need. 
The  task  force  will  bring  the  sample  of  the  map  to  the  next  Recreation 
Subcommittee  meeting  (tentatively  set  for  June  10  and  11)  for  review  and 
evaluation.   If  the  concept  is  valid,  then  ways  and  means  of  expanding  the 
concept  will  be  recommended  to  the  RAD  Executive  Group. 

Ken  Baldwin  made  a  motion  that  was  seconded  by  Charles  Rust  as  follows:  "The 
RAD  Executive  Board  should  send  a  commendation  to  the  Montana  Highway 
Department  for  the  high  quality  rest  station  and  information  signs  main- 
tained by  the  Department  for  the  convenience  of  the  traveling  tourist  and 
Montana  resident  and  encourage  them  to  expand  the  program.  The  information 
signs  are  well  placed."   This  motion  was  unanimously  accepted  by  the 
Subcommittee. 

Note--the  above  report  was  read  to  the  RAD  membership  and  approved  on 
December  10,  1980.   Also  attached  is  a  list  of  people  who  attended  the  RAD 
Recreation  Subcommittee  meeting  on  December  9,  1980.

The  objective  vill  be  to  provide  the  means  for  people  (Montanans  and  those 
fror:  across  the  Nation)  to  substitute  dispersed  recreation  on  the  National 
Forests  and  other  public  land  for  time  previously  spent  in  driving.   Most  of 
these  travelers  will  still  use  the  motels,  hotels  and  restauranrs  as  ::  b^-.e. 
Our  goal  will  be  to  keep  the  motels,  restaurants  and  other  private  re-creation 
service  facilities  busy  and  highways  relatively  empty. 

How  will  this  be  done? 

This  will  take  close  cooperation  with  the  private  sector  and  other  recreation 
suppliers.   The  plan  is  tc  allow  people  the  opportunity  to  plan  an  "In  depth" 
or  "destination1'  type  vacation.   They  would  travel  to  a  specific  ba>t  Locatici 
within  the  Region  and  stay  while  they  use  the  outdoor  recreatior  opportunities 
in  the  area.   To  be  effective,  all  necessary  information  ^iust  be  available  to 
people  in  their  home  area  about  6  months  to  1  year  ahead  of  the  time  they  r.aVe 
the  trip. 

"o   make  this  possible  the  Forest  Service  will: 

--  Compile  and  distribute  information  about  recrecticn  opportunitli 
the  public  and  the  recreation  service  industry. 

--  Work  with  the  industry  and  other  suppJIers  lr  development  of   vacation 
oackagr.s .

--  Obr.iin  the  needed  public  service  permittees  .ir.d  guides. 
-•-  Brin^  trail?,  trail  heads  and  signing  up  to  reasonable  standard  and 
maintain  them. 

—  Provide  interpretation  services  covering  other  resource  activities 
and  natural  features. 

—  Provide  on-the-ground  patrol  for  visitor  service  and  people  canageccr.t . 

—  Work  with  transportation  industry  to  provide  better  alternative  forms 
cf  travel  and  to  cut  down  dependence  on  the  private  automobile. 

—  Provide  training  to  visitors  on  how  to  use  National  Forest  opportunities 
in  i.    safe  and  environmental  ly  acceptable  way. 

\,~hat  will  be  the  results? 

We  expect  to  increase  dispersed  recreation  use  on  the  National  Forests  by 

20  p.-rcc-r.t  to  25  percent  or  by  1.6  to  2  million  visitor  days  in  1985  and  by 

2  to  2.'')  million  visitor  days  in  2000.   These  new  dispersed  recreation  users 

will  largely  be  coming  frntr.  the  ranks  of  those  who  would  otherwise  be  driving 

for  pleasure  or  other  equally  energy  consumptive  activity.   In  1972  Americans 

spent  757,700,000  activity  cays  driving  for  pleasure  and  sightseeing.   This 

is  equivalent  to  about  200,000,000  (l?-hour)  visitor  clays.   This:  proposed  r.rogram 

would  strive  to  divert  less  than  1  percent  of  these  to  Region  1  "ational  Forests. 

Pased  on  an  average  of  three  (3)  people  per  automobile  and  an  average  daily 

consumption  cf  20  gallons  per  automobile  per  12-hour  day  of  pleasure  driving, 

the  gross  savings  in  gasoline  will  be  from  10  to  17  million  gallons  annual Iv 

by  1985.   because  some  gasoline  will  be  used  for  access  to  dispersed  recreation, 

the  net  savings  will  range  from  7,500,000  gallons  to  13,000,000  gallons. 

In  addition  to  the  increased  use  and  savings  in  gasolin.-,  one  additional  benefit 
vrill  be  an  increase  in  the  quality  or  visitor  satisfaction  obtained  from 
dispersed  recreation  use.   Because  of  the  present  conflicts  and  the  lack  of 
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visitor  information,  the  dispersed  recreation  visits  in  the  Northern  Region 

are  valued  at  $2.40  per  visitor  day  (less  than  the  national  average  of  about 

$5  per  visitor  day) . 

With  the  improved  management  contemplated,  the  superb  recreation  resources 
of  the  Northern  Region  should  yield  a  recreation  experience  closer  to  the 
national  average  in  value  or  one  worth  about  $3.60  per  visitor  day.   The 
total  value  increase  realized  will  be  about  $20,000,030  annually.   In 
addition  there  will  be  economic  benefits  to  the  recreation  service  industry 
and  many  new  jobs  created. 

What  will  be  the  cost? 

The  minimum  program  needed  at  the  Forest  and  District  levels  to  achieve  the 
objective  is  an  increase  for  F.Y.  1981  above  F.Y.  1979  of  $4,656,000  for 
a  total  of  $9,285,000.   By  F.Y.  1986  total  expenditures  at  the  Forest  and 
District  levels  (F&K  and  recreation  related  TR&T)  should  be  about  $15  r.illior. 
Only  a  portion  of  this  additional  increase  should  be  charged  tc  the  energy 
tourism  program.

Roger  Brownson  substituted  as  the  chairman  of  the  committee  for  Mons  Teigen 
who  had  a  meeting  of  livestock  taxation  in  Helena. 

The  first  report  was  by  Dr.  Glosser,  State  Veterinarian. 

Dr.  Glosser  reviewed  the  status  of  brucellosis  in  Montana  and  said  that  presently 
we  are  down  to  three  infected  herds  in  the  state.   None  of  these  herds  are  west 
of  the  Continental  Divide.   Presently,  the  state  spends  approximately  1.3  million 
dollars  for  surveillance  and  other  costs  related  to  brucellosis.   Montana  has 
approved  the  reduced  dose  of  vaccine  for  brucellosis  and  with  the  reduced  dose 
heifers  can  be  vaccinated  up  to  12  months  of  age. 

He  reviewed  three  items  of  proposed  legislation  related  to  brucellosis. 

1.  The  depopulation  of  brucellosis  infected  herds  in  Montana. 

2.  The  Animal  Importation  Permit  and  Health  Certification  Act  of  1981. 

3.  The  required  brucellosis  vaccination  for  female  cattle  over  12  months 
of  age  to  be  imported  into  the  state  of  Montana. 

Under  the  Depopulation  Act,  it  is  proposed  that  approximately  $500,000  be  appro- 
priated to  authorize  the  Department  of  Livestock  to  depopulate  the  infected 
brucellosis  herds  in  the  state. 

The  second  proposal  would  require  the  application  for  and  possession  of  either  a 
permit  or  a  health  certificate  or  both  of  them  before  certain  animals,  animal 
semen  or  animal  biologies  be  imported  into  Montana. 

The  third  proposal  would  require  that  no  female  cattle  over  the  age  of  12  months 
be  imported  into  the  state  of  Montana  for  any  purpose  other  than  immedia-te  slaughter 
unless  they  have  been  officially  vaccinated  by  a  licensed  veterinarian  approved  in 
his  state  to  administer  the  vaccination. 

A  motion  to  support  the  intent  of  proposed  legislation  was  made  by;  Jack  Iman  and 
seconded  by  Don  Burnham  and  was  unanimously  approved.   A  motion,  to  support  the 
intent  of  the  second  legislation  was  made  by  Mack  Quinn  and  seconded  by  Jim  Glosser 
and  unanimously  approved.   After  some  discussion,  a  motion  was  made  by  Don  Burnham 
to  support  the  intent  of  the  third  proposal,  seconded  by  Mack  Quinn  and  carried. 
There  was  some  hesitation  concerning  the  matter  by  some  members  and  some  members 
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Jack  Iman  read  a  letter  relating  to  the  deviations  to  the  standards  for 
small  animal  research  at  Montana  State  University.   Most  of  the  problems 
related  to  contaminated  feed  or  conditions  in  which  the  animals  are  being  held 
and  was  felt  that  with  minor  changes,  these  corrections  could  be  made.   However, 
the  committee  supports  a  development  of  facilities  to  be  used  for  small  animal 
research  which  is  necessary  for  an  effective  and  useful  large  animal  research 
program. 

A  discussion  was  held  about  the  open  range  laws  in  Montana  and  the  need  for 
fencing  of  major  highways  in  several  areas  in  the  state.   It  was  felt  that  there 
is  a  need  in  a  number  of  areas  for  the  building  of  fences  in  some  areas  and  im- 
provement of  fences  in  other  areas.   A  number  of  these  occur  on  reservations 
and  the  committee  would  like  to  see  an  assessment  made  of  these  needs  and  some- 
thing be  done  to  correct  this  deficiency. 

Art  Linton,  Department  Head  of  Animal  and  Range  Sciences  and  Jim  Welsh,  Dean  of 
Agriculture,  at  Montana  State  University,  reported  on  activities  of  the  College 
of  Agriculture  and  Animal  and  Range  Sciences  Department  and  offered  their  support 
to  the  RAD  Committee. 

Keith  Williams  reported  on  the  status  of  the  Pork  Check-Off  which  is  due  to  be 
voted  on  at  this  legislature.   The  proposed  increase  will  be  from  10c  to  20c  per 
head.   The  RAD  Livestock  Subcommittee  recommends  the  support  and  the  renewal  of 
the  Pork  Check-Off  legislation. 

Considerable  discussion  was  held  concerning  the  proposed  Tongue  River  Railroad 
from  Birney,  MT  to  Miles  City,  MT.   This  proposed  route  would  effectively  destroy 
the  present  range  research  program  and  do  irrepairable  damage  to  the  long  term 
animal  genetics,  reproductive  physiology  and  nutrition  research  programs  at 
the  Livestock  and  Range  Research  Station  at  Miles  City. 

Keith  Williams  moved  that  the  committee  support  the  Moon  Creek  route  option  or 
a  similar  alternative  which  would  not  adversely  affect  the  research  at  the 
Livestock  and  Range  Station,  and  which  would  not  cause  the  loss  of  large  amounts 
of  irrigated  and  highly  productive  agricultural  lands.   Motion  was  seconded  by 
Don  Burnham  and  passed. 

Discussion  was  held  regarding  weed  problems  in  native  range.  The  Committee  felt 
that  this  was  important  in  many  areas  but  would  be  handled  in  the  Weed  and  Range 
Subcommittee. 

A  long  discussion  was  held  related  to  livestock  taxation  and  the  inequities  that 
related  to  livestock  taxation  in  Montana.   Don  Burnham  moved  that  the  committee 
endorse  legislation  which  has  the  intent  to  reduce  the  taxes  of  cattle  to  a  fair 
and  equitable  level.   This  would  be  by  a  uniform  formula  to  calculate  the  current 
fair  value  for  the  different  classes  of  cattle  and  to  reduce  the  percentage  tax 
similar  to  that  of  other  business  inventories.   Seconded  by  Gay  Holliday  and  passed. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  3:00  pm.

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WUAT  PRICK  KESIiAKCIl— 

The  proposed  Tonjiuu  KLvur  Railroad  L' r<jm  lilrney,  Montana  Lo  Miles  City, 
Montana,  would  effectively  destroy  the  present  range  research  program  and  do 
irreparable  damage  to  long-term  animal  genetics,  reproductive  physiology  and 
nutrition  research  programs  at  the  Livestock  and  Range  Research  Station  at  Miles 
City.   In  all,  18  ongoing  programs  would  be  impacted  including  several  which 
were  begun  in  the  1920' s  and  30 ' s .   These  early  studies  were  responsible  for 
establishing  basic  grazing  management  for  Northern  Great  Plains  rangelands.   The 
study  sites  now  provide  benchmarks  for  additional  evaluation  on  effects  of 
drought,  plant  development,  soil  fertility  and  livestock  nutrition  on  rangeland. 

The  railroad  is  proposed  as  an  necessity  for  moving  coal  from  the  Powder 
River  Basin  of  Montana  and  Wyoming  to  markets  in  the  cast,  midwest  and  west 
coasts.   The  railroad  maintains  that  the  route  is  essential  for  obtaining  least- 
cost  engineering  grades  of  less  than  1  percent  and  to  expedite  coal  movement  to 
the  market  to  meet  America's  energy  needs.   Almost  everyone  realizes  that  we  need 
to  develop  coal  ;-.s  an  ^ners.y  ?•'.    rce. .   The  question  has  to  be,  however,  is  it  to 
be  developed  at  the  expense  of  agriculture  and  do  we  sacrifice  our  outdoor 
research  laboratories  which  provide  basic  information  for  the  past,  present  and 
future  management  of  our  rangelands  and  the  range  livestock  industry?   If  routes 
and  access  must  be  provided  across  Research  Station  land  in  order  to  meet 
necessary  energy  development ,  the  routes  must  be  carefully  considered  to  miti- 
gate detrimental  effects  even  though  extra  effort  or  construction  expense  may  be 
incurred.   Indeed  such  decisions  should  be  made  in  reference  to  long-term  and 
long  lasting  effects. 

Specifically  the  Tongue  River  Railroad  would  bring  about  a  total  loss  of  six 
studies,  severely  damage  nine  others  and  impact  but  not  destory  three. more.   The 
six  which  would  be  completely  lost  include:   investigations  of  the  suitability 
of  forage  species  for  fall  and  winter  management  of  Northern  Plains  rangeland; 
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weather  modification  and  its  effects  on  blue  grama  and  western  wheatgrass  being 
conducted  by  a  number  of  universities  in  cooperation  with  HIPLEX  (High  Plains 
Experiment);  use  of  improved  forage  to  increase  reproductive  performance  and 
calf  production  in  beef  cattle;  evaluation  of  using  fire  and  other  methods  for 
controlling  undesirable  species  and  of  managing  rangelands;  last  but  perhaps 
most  serious  would  be  the  total  loss  of  an  established  nursery  where  investiga- 
tions are  now  leading  the  way  into  the  use  of  hybrid  grasses  in  grazing 
management.   One  of  the  nine  other  studies  that  would  be  severely  impacted 
includes  a  breeding-management  program  on  the  Line  1  Hereford  cattle.   Most 
people  are  aware  that  the  Livestock.  Station  is  the  home  of  the  Line  1  which  was 
developed  through  a  long-term  inbreeding  program  spanning  about  45  years. 

Animals,  of  course  can  be  moved;  however,  the  question  must  be  asked,  "What 
are  the  consequences  of  such  modifications  and  will  it  seriously  bias  the 
experiment/results?"   Unfortunately,  once  such  modification  begins  there  is  less 
and  less  resistance  to  additional  changes.   It  should  also  be  recognized  that 
once  this  trend  starts  and  the  land  is  diverted  for  other  uses,  its  use  for 
research  is  probably  lost  forever.   Terrain  becomes  modified,  microclimates 
change,  other  types  of  construction  occur  and  a  progression  of  irreversible 
events  take  place.   The  decision  then  is  whether  or  not  we  should  have  research 
areas  set  aside  such  as  the  Miles  City  Livestock  and  Range  Research  Station  plus 
other  research  centers  serving  a  like  function.   If  so,  we  need  to  speak  out  in 
support  of  maintaining  them  and  be  constantly  on  guard  against  their  loss.   This 
matter  deserves  attention  of  our  Board  of  Directors,  Range  Research  Affuirs 
Committee  and  Public  Affairs  Committee.   The  present  Miles  City  problem  also 
needs  immediate  individual  and  group  support  from  the  membership  as  to  your 
views  and  concerns  for  this  problem.   Comments  should  be  immediately  directed  to

BRUCELLOSIS  -  DEPOPULATION  OF  BRUCELLOSIS  INFECTED  HERDS  IN  MONTANA 


WHEREAS  it  is  absolutely  necessary  for  Montana  to  obtain  zero  herd 
infection  status  by  January  1,  1982  in  order  to  avoid  reverting  to  more 
restrictive  test  and  slaughter  requirements  in  the  brucellosis  program: 
and 


WHEREAS  the  present  test  and  slaughter  program  in  Montana  has  cost  the 
livestock  industry  5.2  million  dollars  during  the  past  four  years;  and 


WHEREAS  the  most  practical  and  economical  method  of  obtaining  zero  herd 
infection  rate  will  be  to  depopulate  infected  herds  at  the  fair  market 
value;  and 


WHEREAS  the  projected  cost  of  depopulating  these  infected  herds  will 
approximate  500,000  dollars;  and 

WHEREAS  the  cost  of  brucellosis  eradication  in  Montana  has  been  borne  by 
the  livestock  industry  for  the  past  30  years  and  the  continuing  eradication 
efforts  are  now  made  because  of  public  health  rather  than  animal  health 
needs; 


NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  MSGA  sponsor  legislation  giving  the 
Department  authority  to  depopulate  infected  herds  using  revenue  appropriated 
from  the  general  fund,  and 


BE  IT  FURTHER  resolved  that  MSGA  solicit  the  support  of  other  agricultural 
organizations  in  seeking  passage  of  such  legislation  and  individually 
contact  legislative  candidates  to  inform  them  of  the  need  for  this 
legislation.

INTO  MONTANA." 


3E  IT  2NACTED  BY  THE  LEGISLATURE  OF  THE  STATE  OF  MONTANA: 

Section  1.   Short  Title.  This  Act  may  be  citeo  as  the  "Animal 

Importation  Permit  and  Health  Certificate  Act  of  1981." ^ 

Section  2.  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  Act  the  following  definitions 
apply: 

1.  "Animals"  means  livestock,  dogs,  cats,  rabbits,  rodents,  game  animals, 
furbearing  and  wild  animals,  poultry  and  other  birds. 

2.  "Biologies"  means  medicinal  preparations  made  from  living  organisms  and 
their  products.  It  includes  but  is  not  limited  to  serums,  vaccines,  antigens, 
and  antitoxins. 

3.  "Department"  means  the  Montana  Department  of  Livestock." 

4.  "Health  Certificate"  means  a  legible  record  written  on  an  official  health 
certificate  form  of  the  state  of  origin  or  an  equivalent  form  of  the  I).  S. 
department  of  agriculture  attesting  that  the  animals,  animal  semen,  or  animal 
biologies  described  thereon  have  been  visually  inspected  by  a  federally  accredited 
veterinarian  and  found  to  meet  the  entry  reouirements  of  the  state  of  Montana. 

5.  "Livestock"  means  cattle,  horses,  mules,  asses,  sheep,  swine,  and  goats. 

6.  "Permit"  means  on  official  document  issued  by  the  department  after  proper 
application  which  allows  the  movement  of  animals,  animal  semen,  or  animal 
biologies  into  Montana. 

7.  "Poultry"  means  doi-esticated  birds  including,  but  not  limited  to,  chickens, 
turkeys,  ducks,  geese,  guinea  fowl,  piaeons  and  pheasants. 
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Section  3.  Papers  Required  For  Importation. 

1.  Unless  excepted  by  law  or  Department  rule  no  animal,  animal  semen  or  animal 
biologic  may  be  transported  or  moved  into  the  state  of  Montana  without  a  permit. 

2.  Unless  excepted  by  law  or  Department  rule  no  animal,  animal  semen  or  animal 
biologic  may  be  transported  or  moved  into  the  state  of  Montana  without  a  health 
certificate. 

3.  These  requirements  apply  regardless  of  species,  breed,  sex,  class,  age, 
point  of  origin,  place  of  destination,  or  purpose  of  movement.  Animals, 
animal  semen,  or  animal  biologies  being  transported  or  moved  through  the 
state  of  Montana  with  no  intent  to  unload  in  the  state  are  excepted  from 
this  act.  In  an  emergency  situation  the  above  cargo  may  be  unloaded  in 
compliance  with  the  quarantine  rules  promulgated  by  the  department. 

4.  All  required  papers  must  be  attached  to  the  waybill  or  be  in  possession 
of  the  driver  of  the  vehicle  or  person  in  charge  of  the  animals.  When  a 
single  permit  or  health  certificate  is  issued  for  animals  being  moved  in 
more  than  one  vehicle  the  driver  of  each  vehicle  shall  have  in  his 
possession  a  copy  of  the  permit  or  health  certificate. 

Section  4.  Quarantine  For  Illegal  Entry. 

1.  Animals,  animal  semen,  or  animal  biologies  which  enter  the  State  of 
Montana  without  the  required  importation  papers  or  in  violation  of  any 
rules  of  the  department  shall  be  held  in  quarantine  at  the  risk  of  the 
owner. 

2.  The  quarantine  may  be  released  only  after  the  department  has  been 
satisfied,  by  appropriate  means,  that  the  animals,  animal  semen,  or 
animal  biologies  under  quarantine  meet  the  requirements  of  law  and  the 
rules  of  the  department. 

3.  The  owner  of  the  animals,  animal  semen,  or  animal  biologies  which 
are  quarantined  under  this  act  is  liable  for  all  department  expenses 
resulting  from  that  quarantine  except  the  expense  of  the  salary  of  the 
supervising  officer  representing  the  department.  Expenses  include 
but  are  not  limited  to  the  expense  of  inspecting,  testing,  supervision 
of  quarantine,  supervision  of  dipping,  supervision  of  disinfection, 
supervision  of  treatment,  and  laboratory  testing. 

4.  The  above  expenses  are  a  lien  on  the  property,  and  the  department 
may  retain  possession  of  the  property  until  the  charges  and  expenses  are 
paid.  The  lien  is  dependent  on  possession  and  may  be  foreclosed  in  the 
name  of  the  agent  of  the  department  by  sale  at  public  auction  of  the 
property  or  as  much  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  expenses  after  10  days 
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notico  by  posting  .it  three  public  places  in  the  county.  The  lien  may  also 
be  foreclosed  by  an  action  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  against  the 
owner  of  the  property  to  recover  the  amount  of  charges  and  expenses. 

Section  5.  Consignment  Requirements. 

1.  All  animals,  animal  semen,  or  animal  bioloqics  transported  or  moved 
into  the  state  of  Montana  must  be  consigned  to  or  in  care  of  a  Montana 
resident  or  to  a  legal  entity  authorized  by  law  to  do  business  in  the 
state  of  Montana. 

2.  The  resident  cr  entity  must  notify  the  Department  of  its  intent  to 
receive  any  animals,  animal  semen,  or  animal  biologies  and  is  responsible 
for  acquiring  all  required  permits  and  ensuring  that  they  are  accompanied 
by  all  required  health  certificates. 

3.  No  person  consigning,  transporting,  or  receiving  into  the  state  of 
Montana  may  authorize,  order,  or  carry  out  any  diversion  of  animals,  animal 
semen,  or  animal  bioloqics  to  a  destination  or  consignee  other  than  set 
forth  on  the  permit  or  health  certificate  without  first  obtaining  written 
permission  from  the  department. 

Section  6.  Department  Rule  Making  Power. 
The  department  may  promulgate,  administer  and  enforce  such  rules  as  are 
necessary  to  implement  this  act. 

Section  7.  Penal ty . 
A  person  convicted  of  violating  this  act  shall  be  fined  no  more  than  $500.  or 
be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  for  any  term  not  to  exceed  6  months  or  both. 

Section  8.  Effective  Date. 
This  act  is  effective  on  passage  and  approval.

A  BILL  FOR  AN  ACT  ENTITLED:   "AN  ACT   TO  REQUIRE  OFFICIAL  VACCINATION 


AGAINST  BRUCELLOSIS  OF  ALL  FEMALE  CATTLE  OVER  THE  AGE  OF  12  MONTHS  BEFORE  THEY 
MAY  BE  IMPORTED  INTO  THE  STATE  OF  MONTANA." 


BE  IT  ENACTED  BY  THE  LEGISLATURE  OF  THE  STATE  OF  MONTANA: 

Section  1.    Required  Brucellosis  Vaccination. 

(1)  No  female  cattle  over  the  age  of  12  months  may  be  imported  into  the  state  of 
Montana  for  any  purpose  other  than  immediate  slaughter  unless  they  have  been 
officially  vaccinated,  by  a  licensed  veterinarian  approved  in  his  state  to 
administer  the  vaccination,  with  a  Brucella  abortus  vaccine  approved  by  the 
veterinary  biologies  division,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

(2)  Cattle  being  transported  or  moved  through  the  state  of  Montana  with  no  intent 
to  unload  in  the  state  are  excepted  from  this  act.  In  an  emergency  situation  they 
may  be  unloaded  in  compliance  with  quarantine  rules  promulgated  by  the  Department 
of  Livestock. 


Section  2.  Department  of  Livestock  Rules. 
The  Department  of  Livestock  may  promulgate  such  rules  as  are  necessary  to  properly 
implement  this  Act. 


Section  3.  Effective  Date. 
This  bill  is  effective  upon  passage  and  approval 
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WEEDS  SUBCOMMITTEE  REPORT 

Peter  Fay.  Chairman 

December  10,  1980 

The  Weeds  Subcommittee  has  soent  the  past  year  working  on  legislation 
for  furthering  weed  research  and  education  in  Montana.   A  bill  entitled 
"The  Weed  Research  »nd  Education  Act"  will  bf>  introducpd  b"  Senator  Jack 
Gait  during  the  next  legislative  session.   The  bill  calls  for  a  tax  levy 
of  2  mills  on  agricultural  and  timber  land  for  the  purpose  of  funding 
research  and  education  to  improve  weed  control  and  management. 

If  enacted  the  Bill  would  provide  about  $300,000  to  be  used  by 
Montana  State  University  for  the  sole  purpose  of  weed  research  and 
education.   A  proposal  prepared  for  the  Montana  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station  and  the  Cooperative  Extension  Service  has  outlined  the  new 
program.   The  proposal  has  used  the  "Nebraska"  model  for  the  new  weed 
research  and  education  program  for  2  reasons: 

1.  Nebraska  is  a  large  semi-arid  state  with  a  diverse  agriclutural 
economy. 

2.  The  weed  research  and  education  effort  in  Nebraska  is  an 
excellent  example  of  a  vigorous,  well  staffed  program  fully 
responsive  to  the  needs  of  ranchers  and  farmers  in  that  state. 
In  short,  each  weed  problem  in  that  state  is  receiving  full 
attention  both  in  terms  of  research  and  education. 

A  brief  summary  of  the  proposal  follows: 

1.  bach  Agricultural  Research  Center  will  be  assigned  one  full- 
time  weed  scientist.   The  scientist  will  be  one  half  research 
and  one  half  extension. 

a)  Each  scientist  will  renort  directly  to  an  advisory  board 
made  up  of  farmers  and  ranchers  from  the  region  served  bv 
the  Center. 

b)  One  technician  will  be  assigned  to  the  scientist  to 
assist  in  all  phases  of  the  research  and  education  pro- 
gram. 

c)  One  graduate  student  will  be  assigned  to  each  scientist 
to  conduct  indepth  research  on  regional  problems. 

d)  Each  scientist  will  have  a  working  budget  of  $7,000  per 
year. 

2.  Three  new  positions  will  be  created  at  Montana  State  University 

in  Bozeman.   There  will  be  one  full  time  extension  weed  scientist, 
one  full  time  rangeland  weed  scientist,  and  one  full  time  weed 
phvsiologist  added  to  the  staff.   These  undividuals  will 
conduct  basic  research  and  teach  courses  related  to  weed 
science.   These  individuals  will  receive  the  same  support  as 
the  weed  scientist  described  above. 
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In  short,  enactment  of  the  Weed  Research  and  Education  Act  would 
orovide  a  weed  program  second  to  none  nationally. 

The  Weeds  Subcommittee  unanimously  suDports  the  intent  of  the  Bill 
and  we  put  forth  the  following  resolution  for  consideration  by  the  RAD 
Executive  Committee: 

WHEREAS,  weeds  detrimental  to  agricultural  production  are 
infesting  both  cropland  and  rangeland  at  an  ever-increasing  rate, 
and  current  methods  of  control  are  not  always  reliable,  cost 
effective,  or  environmentally  acceptable,  and  the  fragmented 
approach  to  weed  control  is  not  always  effective;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  loss  of  forage  and  crop  production  caused  by  weeds 
is  uneconomical  to  producers  and  consumers,  and  the  people  of 
Montana  are  generally  unaware  of  the  severity  and  impact  of  weeds 
on  the  production  of  food  and  fiber. 

The  Weeds  Subcommittee  asks  the  RAD  Executive  Committee  to  support 
the  intent  of  the  proposed  Weed  Research  and  Education  Act. 

A  second  resolution  was  passed: 

WHEREAS,  the  loss  of  forage  and  crop  production  caused  by 
weeds  is  not  fully  appreciated  by  the  vast  majority  of  Montanans. 

WHEREAS,  weed  surveys  of  Montana  are  the  only  means  of  measuring 
accurate  losses  due  to  weeds. 

The  weeds  subcommittee  asks  the  RAD  Executive  Committee  to  ask  the 
Montana  Department  of  Agriculture  to  continue  to  survey  weed  populations 
as  they  have  done  in  the  past. 

Finally  the  Weeds  Subcommittee  asks  the  RAD  Executive  Committee  to 
extend  an  invitation  to  Mr.  William  Reilly  of  Stanford,  Montana  to  serve 
as  the  new  chairman  of  the  subcommittee. 
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1980  REPORT 

SOILS  SUBCOMMITTEE  REPORT 

MONTANA  RURAL  AREAS  DEVELOPMENT  COMMITTEE 

The  RAD  Soils  Subcommittee  met  on  December  9,  1980.   Those  attending 
were  Paul  Kresge,  Torleif  Asheim,  Gordon  Twedt,  Charles  Rust,  Dale  Marxer , 
Ole  Ueland,  and  Ray  Beck. 

LAND  USE 

Land  use  problems  concerning  the  conversion  of  agricultural  land  out 
of  production  were  identified  as  having  high  priority  by  Project  80.   The 
major   areas  of  competion  were  identified  as  subdivisions,  highways  and 
energy  rights-of-way.   The  Cooperative  Extension  Service  currently  addres- 
ses some  educational  requests  in  this  area  on  an  as-needed  basis.   Ext- 
ension does  not  have  the  resources  to  deal  with  the  topic  to  the  degree 
which  Project  80  priorities  would  seem  to  indicate. 

The  following  suggestions  are  made  by  the  Subcommittee: 

1.   Change  the  name  of  the  Soils  Subcommittee  to  the  Land 
Resources  Subcommittee.   This  may  broaden  the  member- 
ship and  allow  addressing  traditional  topics  as  well 
as  new  ones  such  as  land  use. 

2  .  We  request  that  the  RAD  Board  of  Directors  assess  the 
importance  of  land  use  problems  to  assist  the  Soils 
Subcommittee  and  the  Extension  Service  with  setting 
priori  ties . 

FERTILIZER  TAX 

The  tax  assessed  against  the  tonnage  of  fertilizer  sold  in  Montana  pro- 
vides resources  for  both  research  and  education  at  MSU.   Current  projects 
funded  by  the  tax  include  research  on  potassium  soil  tests  and  education 
on  fertilizing  alternative  crops,  reduced  tillage,  and  fertilizer  effici- 
ency . 

The  tax  is  collected  by  the  Montana  Department  of  Agriculture.   In 
the  past  we  felt  that  the  tax  was  not  being  collected  on  the  full  ton- 
nage sold.   This  resulted  in  inequitable  collection  and  some  dissatis- 
faction among  dealers.   The  Department  now  feels  that  they  are  making  pro- 
gress in  collecting  and  that  no  changes  in  the  procedure  are  necessary. 
The  Soils  Subcommittee  will  continue  to  monitor  the  fertilizer  tax  but 
proposes  no  changes  at  this  time. 

Revenue  generated  by  the  tax  has  remained  relatively  constant  while 
inflation  has  eroded  its  effectiveness.   To  remedy  this  the  Soils  Sub- 
committee recommends  that: 
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The  fertilizer  checkoff  tax  be  increased  and  made 
a  percentage  (suggest  S%)  of  the  retail  price  of 
the  fertilizer  as  sold. 

This  change  would  not  only  increase  the  revenue  generated  for  research  and 
Extension  but  would  index  the  tax  to  inflation  and  tie  the  tax  more  closely 
to  the  nutrient  content  of  the  fertilizer. 

Another  item  addressed  by  the  Subcommittee  was  that  of  "soil  medicines. 
These  are  products  of  no  value  or  of  improven  value,  often  sold  without 
registration.   This  has  been  a  long-term  problem  and  we  must  continue  to 
seek  solutions . 

LEGISLATIVE  ACTION 

The  following  items  are  brought  to  the  attention  of  RAD.   We  recommend 
their  support  by  the  committee  and  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

1  .   Cropping  Systems 

Two  proposals  have  been  submitted  for  Renewable  Resource  Development 
Funds  (Severance  Tax)  in  the  area  of  cropping  systems.   One  of  them  deals 
with  improved  irrigation  management  on  the  Muddy  Creek  watershed  in  Teton 
County.   This  interagency  proposal  has  received  a  high  recommendation  from 
the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  and  Conservation.   Although  the  progno- 
sis  appears  good  for  legislative  approval,  RAD  support  would  be  helpful. 

The  second  proposal,  sponsored  by  the  Soils  Subcommittee,  would  fund 
an  Extension  cropping  systems  specialist  for  two  years.   Approximately 
$50,000  per  year  would  be  used  to  continue  efforts  of  the  saline  seep  pro- 
gram.   The  program,  discontinued  by  the  1979  legislature,  developed  a  body 
of  research  information.   Much  of  this  information  has  not  yet  been  pro- 
vided to  farmers  in  useful  form.   The  current  proposal  will  be  submitted 
to  the  legislature,  but  without  the  recommendation  of  the  Department  of 
Natural  Resources  and  Conservation.   The  Soils  Subcommittee  recommends 
RAD  support  of  this  proposal  in  hopes  of  improving  support  for  its  funding. 

2 .  Conservation  Districts  Mil  Levy 

Legislation  is  being  submitted  in  1981  to  authorize  a  one  mil  levy, 
administered  by  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  and  Conservation,  for 
use  by  Soil  Conservation  Districts.   The  revenue  will  be  used  for  conser- 

on  activities  such  as  Extension  cropping  systems  demonstrations  and 
soil  survey  work.   The  Soil  Subcommittee  recommends  support  for  this  leg- 
islation by  RAD. 

3 .  Accelerated  Soil  Survey 

Soil  surveys,  where  completed,  provide  useful  management  information 
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for  our  land  resource.   They  are  used  for  developing  management  and  con- 
servation plans  for  crop  production,  for  ranqe  management,  for  land  use 
decisions,  and  for  equitable  land  assessment.   Unfortunately,  only  about 
40%  of  the  Montana  survey  work  is  completed.   The  Soils  Subcommittee  re- 
commends RAD  support  of  a  proposal  for  providing  funding  to  accelerate 
the  soil  survey  from  the  Indemnity  Trust  Fund  (Coal  Severance  Tax).  The 
requested  funding  is  $600,000  per  biennium.

Montana  Rural  Areas  Development  Committee 
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1980  REPORT  FOR  RAD  RANGE  COMMITTEE 

The  past  year  has  been  a  very  important  time  for  the  Montana  Rangeland 
Resource  Program.  In  November  of  1979  the  Advisory  Committee  met  in  Miles 
City  with  the  Montana  Cattlemen's  Association.  Several  agencies  reported  on 
rangeland  activities,  and  the  Executive  Committee  met  to  review  applications 
for  Rangeland  Improvement  Loans.  During  the  year  the  processing  of  loan 
applications  was  first  priority,  and  to  date  all  of  the  $300,000.00  allocated  by 
the  Legislature  has  been  used  except  $230.00.  A  complete  report  of  the  loan 
program  is  attached. 

The  1980  youth  range  camp  was  held  at  Melville,  Montana  in  June  under 
Auspices  of  the  Upper  Musselshell  Conservation  District.  It  was  attended  by  52 
participants  and  was  a  very  successful  and  interesting  project.  The  1981  camp 
is  scheduled  to  be  held  at  Glendive. 

The  Executive  Committee  met  in  Helena  in  June  during  the  Montana  Stockgrowers 
and  reviewed  the  loan  program.  The  Advisory  Committee  met  at  that  time  also  to 
discuss  aspects  of  the  range  program.  During  the  year  the  Executive  Committee 
became  very  interested  in  the  Experimental  Stewardship  Program  being  monitored  by 
the  Forest  Service  and  Bureau  of  Land  Management  in  South  Western  Montana.  The 
Committee  is  also  involved  in  range  management  work  being  carried  out  by  the 
Forest  Service  and  Burlington  Northern  Railroad  in  Western  Montana. 

The  Conservation  Districts  in  the  McCone,  Garfield  area  again  held  a  very 
successful  Range  Days  Program  for  the  youth  in  that  area.  Several  new  range 
councils  have  been  formed,  and  twenty  two  range  rides  or  tours  were  conducted  by 
Range  Leaders  and  Conservation  District  Supervisors. 

There  have  been  inquiries  from  several  states,  notably  New  Mexico,  Colorado 
and  Idaho  about  the  Range  Improvement  Loan  Program.   Information  gained  through 
the  Montana  program  has  been  sent  to  them.  Requests  for  films  on  rangeland  continue 
to  come  in  from  the  Vo  Ag  Teachers,  and  we  are  currently  attempting  to  prepare  a 
slide  presentation  with  help  from  the  Soil  Conservation  Service. 

The  Advisory  Committee  met  with  the  Montana  Cattlemen's  Association  in 
Kalispell  in  November  and  discussed  the  loan  program  and  Stewart  Ship  program. 
The  Range,  and  Public  Lands  Committee  of  the  Montana  Association  of  Conservations 
Districts,  and  the  Director  of  the  Montana  Cattlemen's  Association  resolved  to 
support  the  Range  Improvement  Loan  Program.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee 
on  November  9th  the  Rangeman  of  The  Year,  and  Technician  of  The  Year  were  selected 
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to  receive  the  awards  presented  by  the  Burlington  Railroad  for  1980. 

Water  quality  problems  on  rangeland  under  the  208  program  are  being 
assessed  by  Range  Leaders  and  Conservation  District  Supervisors.  Riparian  zones 
in  connection  with  livestock  grazing  are  also  being  studied.  In  cooperation  with 
SCS,  information  is  being  gathered  on  a  statewide  range  survey.  When  this  is 
completed,  an  update  of  previous  goals  of  the  Montana  Rangeland  Resource  Program 
will  probably  be  made.  rEfforts  continue~to  assist  in  securing  an  Extension_Rajjge~) 
Conservationist,  and  also  to  secure  an  additional  Range  Conservationist  if  at  all' 


possible,. 

A  request  has  been  made  for  an  amount  of  $500,000.00  to  continue  the  Range 
Improvement  Loan  Program.     Requests   for  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  are  on  file 
now,  and  there  is  an  indication  that  there  will   be  a   large  demand  for  loans  during 
the  next  few  months.     The  present  program  was  very  well   received,  and  we  would 
ask  the  support  of  this  group  to  secure  more  funds  to  continue  the  program. 

The  Technician  of  the  year  award  for  1980  was  given  to  Don  Ryerson,  recently 
retired  from  the  MSU  staff.     Harold  Simmes  of  Sunburst  was  awarded  the  Rangeman 
of  the  Year  plaque,  but  Harold  asked  that  the  award  be  given  to  the  Simmes  family.
